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THE CONVENTION WAITING FOR 
COMMITTEE REPORTS. 


@N IMITATOR OF ROSCOE CONKELING COMES 
TO GRIEF—A SIGNIFICANT ALLUSION TO 
GEN. SHERMAN IN CHAIRMAN HENDER- 
SON’S SPEECH—MUCH TALK ABOUT THE 
OLD WARRIOR—BLAINE NOT OPPOSED 
TO HIS NOMINATION—THE CONDITION 
OF THE VARIOUS BOOMS.

Curcaco, June 4.—The short session 
which began at 11 o’clock this morning was 
marked by very few significant incidents. A 
Blaine delegate from Tennessee thought it would 
bea good thing to follow the example set four 
years ago by Roscoe Conkling, and therefore 
offered a resolution binding every delegate to 
vote for the convention’s nominee. Four yearsago 
it was Mr. Campbell, of West Virginia, who, with 
two of his associates, rebelled and declared that 
he carried his sovereignty under his hat. This 
time it was Blaine and his men who desired to 
put on the screws, and it was George William 
Curtis, Chairman of the delegation from the 
great State of New-York, who entered a digni- 
fied protest, and caused such a reaction in the 
convention that the enthusiastic follower of the 
man from Maine was glad to withdraw his reso- 
lution and get out of sight. 

The permanent Chairman is regarded by the 
leaders of the Edmunds forces and by the inde- 
pendents asa genuine Edmunds man, although 
he voted yesterday for Clayton. In his speech 
he provided for the friends of each candidate a 
very liberal supply of what is sometimes called 
“taffy.” The Blaine men eagerly grasped the 
opportunity presented by his allusions to the 
“splendid ability” and “ brilliant genius” of their 
candidate by showing how crazy a politician may 
sOmetimes be. The most significant part of his 
address was that in which he eulogized Gen. 
Sherman, who has thus far not more than halfa 
dozen avowed supporters in the convention. 

There has been an abundance or gossip to-day 

about the old General. In the middle of the day 
it became known that the General had sent a 
telegram to Gen. Henderson, the permanent 
Chairman. The telegram was in these words: 
“IT answered by mail last night. If that letter 4s 
not received, piease decline any nominations for 
me in language strong but courteous.” The 
signature was the letter W., but the recipient 
declared that he had no doubt that the telegram 
had been sent by Sherman himse!f. An Ed- 
munds man said that another well-known Ed- 
munds man bad seen the letter spoken of in the 
telegram. “From what he tells me of the let- 
ter’s contents,” he added, “I do not think the 
General positively and absolutely declines, nor 
does my friend give that interpretation to the 
Genera!’s communication.” 

The Blaine men told long stories about the 
matter. They professed to have discovered that 
the Edmunds men had endeavored to transfer 
their votes to the General, and to induce Mis- 
souri, Ohio, and Wisconsin to join them. They 
announced, with considerable satisfaction, that 
the General had refused to accept a nomination, 
or to serve as President if he should be nominat- 
ed and should receive every Electoral vote. It is 
well known that Gen. Sherman is one of Blaine’s 
most intimate friends. “If we should think of 
transferring Blaine’s votes to anybody,” said one 
of Biatne’s most enthusiastic advocates, we could 
give them toGen. Sherman more easily than to 
any one else. I positively know that the General 
is Blaine’s second choice, and that if Gen. Sher- 
man should be nominated and elected it would 
be a Blaine Administration,” by which he meant 
to say that Blaine would be Secretary of State 
and the power behind the throne. 

It isapparept that some of the more thought- 
ful men have Lincoln in their minds, and if the 
great majority of delegates were not engaged in 
pushing the fortunes of men already in the field 
and supported in the convention, his name would 
be more frequently mentioned. 

The leaders in the several groups of delegates 
have been carefully studying to-day the situa- 
tion as revealed by the Lynch-Clayton vote. 
The Blaine men have been striving to increase 
the number of their candidate’s votes by mis- 
sionary work. Some of the Arthur men are 
talking about a last ditch campaign for their 
candidate, and the independent Edmunds men 
have been trying to discover whether or not they 
can better their position and beat both Blaine 
ahd Arthur by any method known in honorable 
societies. 

If any candidate has gained to-day it is Blaine. 
Several important facts have been established by 
the vote of yesterday. Nearly all of them were 
known before to some of the delegates; now 
there are very few whodo not give them their 
full weight. In the first place, it is very plain 
that Blaine is far in advance of Arthur; that 
he willcommand on the first ballot about 340 votes, 
aud that on the second he may receive from 20 to 
40 more. In the second place, it is very plain that 
the Arthur vote is about 300, and that under 
the must favorable circumstances the President 
can secure but afew more. Between these stand 
Edmunds, Logan, and JohnSherman. These Ar- 
thur men, who desire not only to nominate their 
man but also to beat Blaine—and it is whispered 
that a few of the most practical of Arthur's fol- 
lowers would not nowshed any tearsif Blaine 
should win—are compelled by the character of 
the Arthur forces to stick by their candidate. 
The Arthur votes cannot be transferred bodily 
to any one. If an attempt should be made 
to transfer the mass it would break into 
pieces, and Blaine would pick up enovgh of 
the fragments to raise his vote to a majority. 
The Edmunds vote cannot be transferred to Ar- 
thur, although Arthur has been the second 
choice of many of the Edmunds delegates. If 
an attempt should be made so to transfer it, the 
Edmunds delegates would divide, and at the 
same time the Logan and the Sherman men 
might go to Biaine. The Biaine tendencies of 
the John Sherman men and of at least two-thirds 
of the Logan men are well known, and the prob- 
able transfer of these votes to Biaine is a con- 
tinual menace to the earnest men who are striv- 
ing tosave the party from the disastrous result 
of a Blaine campaign. 

So it appears that those who stand between 
Arthur and Blaine, desiring to prevent the nom- 
ination of either, are beset by many dangers. It 
is no wonder that they are almost disheartened 
by an ever-present fear that the task is hopeless, 
and that they cannot in any event prolong the 
contest beyond a few ballots. They no longer 
believe that the nomination of Arthur is a possi- 
bility. ; 

There was at one time hope that the Har- 
rison movement would take away some 
votes from Blaine, but an impression pre- 
vails that differences of opinion in the Indiana 
delegation and the course pursued by Harrison 
himself have removed Harrison from the list of 
dark horses. The bee makes so much noise in 
Harrison's bonnet that the buzzing is unpleas- 
antiy manifest even to those wno are not very 
near him. The fact that Harrison’s votes must, 
atthe outset, be taken from those assigned to 
Biaine has made the Blaine men very angry with 
the Indiana Senator. They have been at work 
to-day with the Indiana delegates, endeavoring 
to impress upon their minds the fact that if 
Blaine should be deprived of votes by a short- 
lived Harrison boom the State could not expect 
any favors from the Administration if Blaine 
should be nominated and elected. 

The Blaine men seem to be more confident 
pow than at any other time in the last week. 
They ascert that they will have almost every 
delegate in Texasand Louisiana in good time. 
* Kellogg would like to bring his delegation into 
Bilaine’s camp,” said a Southern Congressman, 
whoisasupporter of Arthur, “but there are 
men in the delegation whom he cannot con- 
tro. If be could swing them as Clayton 
and Roote con ewing the Arkansas men, 


you would soon hear of another breakin Ar- 
thur’s Southern column.” An impression pre- 
vails that, beyond a probable growth of the 
Blaine movement, very few changes will occur 
and no new combinations will be made until the 
first ballot has been taken. 

The routine work of the convention drags, and 
the committees are consuming more time than 
ought to be required for an exhaustive consid- 
eration of the questions which have been laid 
before them. No one seems to take much inter- 
est in what the committees are doing.

COMBINING TO BEAT BLAINE. 
THE EDMUNDS AND ARTHUR MEN AND THE 
INDEPENDENTS IN CONFERENCE — A 
DARK HORSE MORE TALKED OF THAN 
EVER—THE CONTESTED SEATS.

Cuicaco, June 4.—At midnight a con- 
ference of undoubted importance was being held 
in the Grand Pacific between representatives of 
the Edmunds and Arthur men and the in- 
dependents who have come from the 
East to oppose the nomination of Arthur and 
Blaine. George William Curtis, Edwin Packard, 
Gen. Barlow, and Henry Cabot Lodge were 
among the Edmunds men and independents 
present, while Elihu B. Root and Cornelius N. 
Bliss represented the Arthur men. Mr. Roose- 
velt declined to give any more definite in- 
formation as to their purposes than that 
the dark horses were being placed in line. 
This is variously interpreted. Its true 
meaning is that some understanding is being ar- 
rived at by which the Edmunds and Arthur men 
will stand for their respective candidates, and 
that those whose second choice is either 
of these two candidates shall remain 
steadfast for their first choice until it 
is demonstrated that Blaine cannot be 
nominated. The Arthur and Edmunds man- 
agers have come together on one point, and that 
is that the defeat of Blaine ought to be secured 
atalihazards. The conference is productive of 
more talk about a dark horse than has been 
heard all day long. 

The arrival of Bob Ingersoll is credited to his 
desire to see Bob Lincoln nominated. 

The Credentials Committee compromised the 
Albany contest by admitting the two Draper 
delegates and the two Smyth contestants and al- 
lowing each delegate one-half a vote. The re- 
port that the Mahone delegation would be ad- 
mitted bas caused some indignation among East- 
ern Republicans, who declare, with emphasis, that 
the Dezendorf delegation should be admitted, as 
representing those principles which the party is 
bound to maintain. The Arthur men concede 
that there isa strong possibility of Blaine’s re- 
ceiving the vote of at least one of the Albany 
delegates. 

The Committee on Rules will report against 
the proposition to apportion the national dele- 
gates according to the Republican vote of the 
States, 


THE BLAINE AND ARTHUR BOOMS. 
VIGOROUS ASSAULTS ON THE EDMUNDS 
COLUMN BY ARTHUR’S MEN.

Cuicaco, June 4.—The Arthur men util- 
ized tne afternoon recess in working upon the 
fearsofthe Edmunds men. A systematic plan 
Was pursued,and wherever an Edmunds man 
was found he was immediately fastened 
against the wall and the terrifying tale was 
poured into his ears that the chances of Blaine’s 
nomination were exceedingly good unless a com- 
bination was made with the Arthur delegates. It 
Was announced in “strict confidence” that the 
Arthur column would crumble if any effort 
was made to move it. for Mr. Ed- 
munds, or, as for that matter, for any- 
body else.. If it once was broken then 
the nomination of Blaine was assured, for there 
were more than a sufficient number of delegates 
in itto jump to Blaine and assure his nomina- 
tion beyond a doubt. The proper course, then, 
was for the Edmunds men, after the first ballot, 
to go to Arthur, unless, of course, they pre- 
ferred to see the convention pitch upon Blaine. 
The average Edmunds man does not want to see 
Blaine nominated. On the contrary, he regards 
as the lesser of two evils the nomination of Ar- 
thur. Such a combined assauit as this could 
not fail to have its effect upon the weaklings iu 
the Edmunds camp. The business men were 
given this cue, and they industriously labored 
among the business men who are delegates from 
Vermont, New-Hampshire, Massachusetts, and 
Connecticut. Such business men as Lawyer 
Dougiass Campbell, Senator James Otis, Cor- 
nelius N. Bliss, Assemblyman Walter Howe, and 
Mr. Moore, of the well-known firm of dealers in 
railroad supplies, moved their battering-ram 
against the Vermont head-quarters. A Massa- 
chusetts man, who had evidently been labored 
with, came to the conclusion that three-fourths 
of the Massachusetts delegates would go to Ar- 
thur rathertban witness the success of the Blaine 
men. What the effect of this line of argument 
will be to-morrow, when the balloting begins, is, 

of course, problematical. 

The purpose of the Arthur men is to stampede 
the Edmunds men inthe direction of Arthur. 
On the other hand, any stampede of this sort 
means that a number of men nowin the Ed- 
munds camp will goto Blaine. The Arthur men 
endeavored to inject something like enthusiasm 
into their boom by sending a glee club to their 
business men’s head-quarters in the Palmer 
House, The singing attracted a crowd, as 
music always will, but the crowd did not 
“enthuse” even when somebody proposed 
three rousing cheers for Arthur. The 
Arthur men admitted that Blaine was likely to 
lead on the first ballot. Frank Hatton, Silas B. 
Dutcher, and Congressman Burleigh were a 
group at the head-quarters, whose faces indi- 
cated the apprehensions and doubts entertained 
by all the Arthur managers. It has been agreed 
that Martin I. Townsend, United States District 
Attorney cf the northern end of New-York, 
shall make the speech nominating Mr. Arthur, 
and that it shall be seconded by Gen. H. H, Bing- 
ham, of Philadelphia, and P. H. Winston, of 
North Carolina. 

In room 10 at the Grand Pacific. where Mr. 
Elkins is hived, the Blaine managers gathered in 
council. Mr. Elkins satat atable in the centre 
and figured as intently as if he were preparing a 
star route proposa). Jacob W. Reid, of New- 
York, sat at his side and gazed earnestly at the 
Blaine column, which Mr. Elkins was marching 
and counter-marching on the broad sheets of 
paper before him. The late Warner Miller oc- 
cupied a rocking-chair outside the circle of 
enthusiasts who clustered about Mr. Elkins. 
He was silent, moody, and abstracted. Powell 
Ciayton came in and other Blaine scouts, all of 
whom passed him by an¢ reported té the active 
managers of the Blaine canvass. The chances of 
the Arthur column breaking, of the Edmunds 
strength being transferred to Arthur, and the 
number of votes which would be gained for 
Biaine in either event, were earnestly discussed. 
Though the nomination of Blaine has for days 
been figured out on paper by these gentlemen, 
they evidently had some curiosity as to how it 
was to be accomplished. 

Jobn J. O’Brien and Bernard Biglin passed and 
repassed the door and cast furtive glances at 
each man who entered or left the room. Mr. 
O’Brien’s declaration that the delegates from 
New-York City at least will vote for no dark 
horse, and that tne candidate must be either 
Arthur or Blaine, has its meaning. At heart the 
President’s ** boys” are for Blaine, as they have 
been suspected of being for months. Under 
cover of this pronunciamento against dark 
horses they hope to be able eventually to trans- 
fer their votes to Blaine. They go further than 
merely intimating that their sympathies are with 

Blaine. They say thatif Arthur’s column ever 
breaks they propose to vote for Blaine. 
Mr. Arthur must divide the honors of 
ownership of his “ boys” with Mr. Whitelaw 
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Reid.. Mr. Arthur has their votes, Mr. Reid their 
confidence and friendship. A well-informed 
Biaine manager declared, not openly where the 
world would hear it, that if it were not that the 
stigma of treachery would attach to them they 
would desert Arthur and go for Blaine. Mr. Mi- 
chael J. Dady, of Brooklyn, only confirms the 
general impression in regard to the * boys’ when 
he says that he knows between a dozen and 
20 New-York delegates who will jump to Blaine 
after Arthur is declared out of the race. Mr. 
Dady'’s intimacy with the New-York “ boys” 
warrants the assertion. 

The Blaine men suddenly began to rail at the 
speech of Chairman Henderson, and said they 
had positive knowledge that it had been prepared 
with a view to creatinga boom for the aged 
Sherman warrior. They declared that he had 
failed completely in that direction, but it had 
had the effect of demonstrating the formidable 
proportions of the Blaine boom. They pointed 
at atelegram purporting to have been received 
from Gen. Sherman that he did not want the 
nomination, and would not take it,as disposing 
of the Sherman boom. “ The Edmunds men will 
have to look in another direction for a dark 
horse,” exclaimed an enthusiast in the Blaine 
camp. 

In spite of all this good-natured railiery the 
general impression is that the Blaine men have 
had Gen. Sherman in their minds for a dark horse 
all along. If Mr. Blaine cannot be nominated 
his friends declare that his strength in the con- 
vention shall name the candidate. 

Ellis H. Roberts, editor of the Utica Herald, 
said that he did not believe it was possible for 
Mr. Arthur to be nominated. Should the un- 
expected happen, and the convention final- 
ly decide upon him, he was not pre- 
pared to eray exactly what course the 
Herald would take. “I don’t believe I 
shoulda support him if 500,000 conventions nomi- 
nated him. I think it would bea campaign in 
which we should devote ourselves exclusively to 
securing the election of Republican Assembly- 
men and Congressmen and to making a good 
newspaper.” Mr. Roberts added that, so far as 
he could judge by his conversations with the 
Blaine managers, they would pack their valises 
and go home without interesting themselves 
further in the matter. They all felt that they 
had but one purpose in coming to Chicago and 
that was the election of Blaine. 

“Then they would not be very likely to sup- 
port the nominee of the convention, whoever he 
might be,” was suggested to Mr. Roberts. 

* Not very heartily, perhaps,” was his reply.

The six-hour intermission between the morn- 
ing and evening sessions gave ample time for the 
friends of the leading candidates to survey the 
ground, drum up recruits, form combinations, 
and discuss the prospects of their favorites. The 
Arthur men were apparently the most busy dur- 
ing the afternoon, and acted like men who had 
settled upon a definite plan of operations. They 
were also more confident of success, judging by 
their talk, than they have been at any time since 
their arrival in Chicago. This may have been 
partly owing to their victories of yesterday and 
to-day, which gave them the temporary and per- 
manent Chairmanships of the convention, but 
they also claimed to have solid reasons for en- 
couragement, based on large accessions to their 
ranks that are to follow the first, second, 
and third baliots. Interviews with leading Ar- 
thur workers elicited the information that these 
accessions are expected to come, first, from the 
Edmunds delegates, nearly all of whom they 
count for Arthur as their second choice; second, 
from the Hawley men, of Connecticut, 12 in 
number, who, it is hoped by the Arthur men, 
will go in a bodyto Arthur after the first or 
second ballot, and third, from the Logan men, 
of whom they say they hope to get the larger 
share. Overtures for a conference with the 
leading Arthur delegates from New-York were 
made to-day by the managers of Logan's can- 
vass, which it is thought will result in a mu- 
tual understanding to assist each other in an 
emergency, in such manner as developments 
may indicate that assistance is most needed. 
The Logan men have all along stoutly protested 
that there was no alliance or understanding be- 
tween their chief and Blaine, notwithstanding 
that the vote on temporary Chairman gave rise 
to more or less suspicion of such an alliance. 
Mr. Logan’s colleague, Senator Cullom, and 
Gov. Hamilton, of Illinois, are both pronounced 
Arthur men, and if the Logan delegation is 
obliged to abandon its chief, its most natural 
direction, it is claimed, will be toward Arthur. 
Up to the present time the Arthur men will not 
admit that they have entertained the idea of a 
second choice, and therefore they are unable to 
indicate what direction they would take if Ar- 
thur were out of the field. 

Equal to them in boasting of their staying 
qualities are the adherents of Blaine; but since 
their defeat in the organization of the conven- 
tion they are not so very positive as they were. 
If the necessity arises, 1t is manifest that the 
drift will beto Gen. Sherman. The Blaine men 
are a noisy crowd, and are determined that the 
Presidential campaign shall be one of enthusi- 
asm and hurrah. Next to Blaine they have an 
idea that they could get up more noise for 
Tecumseh Sherman than for any other man. 
While therefore there is no special sympathy 
known to exist between them and such a& 
President as Gen. Sherman might make, still 
they prefer him to any candidate but their 
own. They are actuated, without doubt, by 
the idea that they would be more likely to 
succeed by breaking for Gen. Sherman than for 
any other man, and could then set up the claim 
that they nominated him and would expect him 
to be their President. One of the local papers 
here posted on its bulletin this afternoon that 
Gen. Sherman had telegraphed to Chairman 
Henderson that he would not accept a nomina- 
tion for President if tendered, and that he would 
not serve if elected. On being questioned, Mr. 
Henderson said that the pretended telegram was 
potthere. Hethen exhibited the following dis- 
patch from the General: 


Sr. Louis, June 3. 
The Hon. J. B. Henderson: 

I answered by mail last night. If that letter is 
not received please decline any nomination for 
me in language strong but courteous. 

W. T. SHERMAN. 


In answer to the question whether he believed 
that if Gen. Sherman were to be nominated by 
the convention he would decline to accept, Mr. 
Henderson said that he “ really could not tell.” 
Gen. Henderson has been counted as an Edmunds 
man, but he is known to be a warm personal 
friend and admirer of Gen. Sherman, and there 
is no doubt that he would be giad to take advan- 
tage of a chance to put him in nomination, 


THE SITUATION LAST NIGHT. 


The close of the second day of the Republican 
National Convention does not appear to have 
brought either of the leading candidates nearer 
to a nomination than they were yesterday. Mat- 
ters have dragged badly. The committees have 
not yet concluded their labors, and will not until 
to-morrow. It isexpected that the Committee 
on Resolutions will have their platform com- 
pleted before the hour of meeting to-morrow, 
and by sitting all night the Committee on Cre- 
dentials may be ready to submit their report as 
soon as the convention is called to order. 

The day has been a dull and tedious one. The 
Biaine men have added to the number of their 
brass bands on duty parading in the hotels, and 
they keep up a protracted mass-meeting in their 
head-quarters, visiting Blaine men being im- 
pressed as speakers. Biaint’s admirers are tire- 
less in their predictions of success. Tom Don- 
aldson, as he sat in the outer room at 
Elkins’s head-quarters making notes in one 
of the little books he always carries in his hand, 
cheerfully announced that Blaine would be 
nominated on the second ballot. * That is,” he 
said, by way of qualification, “if the men who 
elected Lynch do not hold together.” He was 
confident, however, that the delegates who coms 
bined to defeat Clayton could not be held to- 
mether. “ And.” said he, “ just let them try to 


nominate somebody. 'When they do that we 
shall get a huadred Arthur votes for Blaine.” 

The Arthur men, who are not so noisy as their 
opponents, have kept up their travels to-night, 
and are visiting delegations as systematically as 
their opponents. They are spending no money 
for brass bands. Arthur’s canvass has none of 
the hurrah quality in it, and just now 
it is of the sort described as a “still 
hunt.” Mr. 8S. B. Dutcher ridicules all 
talk about any purpose of the Arthur men 
to point to a new candidate. But he knows as 
wellas his helpers that Arthur cannot be the 
candidate. John J. O’Brien to-nignt again in- 
dignantly denies the story that the New-York 
City delegates are thinking of abandoning Ar- 
thur to vote for Blaine. ** We shall be for Ar- 
thur,” said he, “on the first ballot, the second 
ballot, andas long as hoe is before the conven- 
tion.” 

During the mass-meeting after the convention, 
when there were some shouts from the audience 
at points made by ex-Gov. Oglesby, a man in the 
gallery shouted: ** Nominate Bob Lincoin! Give 
us Lincoln!” But Oglesby did not refer to Lin- 
colo. Still he isin mind, and many times to-day 
his name has been suggested as the best that 
could be offered to settle what is expected by all 
but the most sanguine Blaine men will be a long 
contest. It has been reported that Bob Ingersoll 
has come here determined to do his best to urge 
the convention to nominate Bob Lincoln, but 
Ingersoll, if he has any such errand here, keeps 
his own counsel. 

A wholesome line of discussion has been 
brought up by the delay in business and by the 
contest over Powell Clayton. The thoughtful 
opponents of Blaine have seen with surprise and 
alarm that Blaine is supported by all the political 
adventurers, star route sympathizers, and ad- 
mirers of loose methods in Government. The 
report that Powell Clayton had been promised 
the place of Postmaster-General if he would 
take over to Blaine the Arkansas delegation 
alarmed those who feared that he might win in 
this race. It was feared that if a President 
should be chosen who would owe anything to 
men who approved of the peculations of the 
star route ring he might select a Po tmaster- 
General who wouid undo the admirable work in 
the reformation of the postal service begun un- 
der Postmaster-General James. This fear may 
have much to do toward consolidating the op- 
position. 

The Arthur, Edmunds, Hawley, and Sherman 
men are preparing for a long series of ballots, 
and some of them say they have sent for their 
Summer clothes. Both the Blaine and Arthur 
men are struggling with the Indiana delezation, 
which, notwithstanding all reports to the con- 
trary, is hopelessly divided between Gresham 
and Harrison, with the Harrison meninthe ma- 
jority. 

Blaine’s workers to-night endeavored to in- 
duce the Nebraska delegates to vote as a unit 
for Blaine. The attempt has not yet succeeded, 
as there are still two Arthur men prepared to 
vote for his nomination for several ballots. 

THREE DISHONEST COLORED DELEGATES. 

Many stories have been told about the merce- 
nary character of some of the Southern colored 
delegates, and some of themare undoubtedly 
true. It would be an agreeable task to be able 
to deny all of the stories, put an instance of the 
willingness on the part of three colored delegates 
from Tennessee to be influenced by money con- 
siderations which came under the observation of 
a TIMES correspondent unfortunately reveals 
the fact that there are men holding seats 
as delegates who are not governed by 
strict rules of honor.

Mc- 
Elwee, as spokesman, said he had something 
very important tosay to Mr. Daggett, and the 
Brooklyn ** manager’* took him down into a cor- 
ridor of the Palmer House and talked with him 
ina window within hearing of a TIMES corre- 
spondent, who was ‘reading the morning paper. 
Daggett did not conduct his conversation with 
Mr. McElwee ina low tone and McElwee spoke 
loud erough to be heard. 

** We'll talk business,”” began Mr. Daggett, as 
he leaned with both hands upon the window- 
sill. ‘* What do you want to say ?” 

“There are three men from my State who 
want something.” 

“ What are they, Blaine men?” asked Daggett. 

* No, Sir,” answered McElwee, turning toward 
his companions; “ they are Arthur men.” 

* Well, what do they want sometning for?” 

“They need money. They must have assist- 
ance,” answered McElwee. 

* What are their names?” asked Daggett. 

* Pruitt, McElwee, and Watson,”’ answered the 
spokesman. 

“What do they want?” demanded Daggett, 
with nervous promptness. 

“They want $600—$200 apiece,”’ was McElwee’s 
response. 

“*Six hundred dollars,” said Daggett thought- 
fully, ** $200 each ?” 

* Yes, Sir,’ was the polite response. 

“ WellSyou come up to my room, Parlor N, 
after the convention to-day and I’ll talk further 
with you.” 
=.The party then left. Sometime after the re- 
port gotabout that Daggett had tried to buy two 
Southern delegates at $350, and he was called upon 
by several persons to explain. He waited in his 
room during the afternoon fora visit from the 
needy Tennessee delegates, but McElwee, Pruitt, 
and Watson did not appear. Tbe Tennessee people 
ought to remember these men, and send dele- 
gates of a different sort to the next National 
Convention. 

Mr. Thomas Ochiltree indignantly denies the 
report that” the Texas delegation has been cor- 
rupted by wholesale. “ But,” he says, with pre- 
ternatural seriousness, “I will say that I think 
there are one or two men who have been infiu- 
enced by improper considerations.” 


AN OUTLINE OF THE PLATFORM. 
A STRONG PROTECTION PLANK FRAMED— 
THE PROTECTION OF SHIPPING INTER- 
ESTS AND A STRONGER NAVY URGED. 


From a Staff Correspondent of the Times. 

Cuicaco, June 4.—The Committee on 
Resolutions is still struggling with a platform, 
and will hold a final meeting at 9 A. M. to-mor- 
row to adjust the various planks and arrange 
themin proper order. This duty has been de- 
puted to a sub-committee of nine, of which 
Henry Cabot Lodge is Chairman and Williem 
Walter Phelps, Peck, of Kansas,and McKinley, 
of Ohio, and others are members. One of the 
members complained to a TIMES correspondent 
that he wass<‘raid the platform would be too 
long and would lack vigor and snap. On the 
tariff question the committee listened to the rep- 
resentatives of the Free Trade Club of New- 
York, but does not appear to have been infiu- 
enced by their arguments, for they have inserted 
astronger protectionist plank than any previous 
platform of a National Convention has contained. 
There isa plank in favor of strengthening the 
navy and protection of the shipping interests by 
proper legislation. Another plank opposes the 
accumulation of large landed estates in the hands 
of non-residents, and encourages land grants in 
limited quantities to actual settlers. A vigorous 
drive is made ‘at Mormonism, and the suppres- 
sion of polygamy is made imperative through the 
legal tribunals, backed up, if necessary, by the 
military power. The Democratic Party is de- 
nounced and held responsible forthe practical 
suppression of Republican ballots in some of the 
Southern States and the frauds and violence 
that uniformly attend elections there, while 
the Republican Party renews its pledge to 
maintain the political and civil rights of all 
citizens. The Government is recommended to 
resume possession of lands granted in aid of rail- 
roads where no effort has been made in good 
faith to comply with the terms of the grants. 
Existing laws restrictive of Chinese immigration 
&re indorsed and should be supplemented by 


such further legislation as may be found neces- 
sary to carry them out in spirit as well as letter. 
The temperance people, the woman’s rights ad- 
vocates, and other new-fangled theorists who 
were heard before the committee, are given the 
cold shoulder and no recommendation is made 


for any amendment to the Constitution.

THE STORY OF THE CONVENTION. 

GEN. JOHN B. HENDERSON ELECTED PER- 
MANENT CHAIRMAN—AN ATTEMPT TO 
PLEDGE DELEGATES TO THE NOMINEE 
FAILS AFTER A BRILLIANT SPEECH BY 
MR. CURTIS—AN EVENING SESSION AT 
WHICH NOTHING WAS DONE.

Cuicaco, June 4.—Murky clouds of 
smoke were hanging overhead. A damp wind 
blew through Chicago's streets, coming off the 
lake and carrying little flakes of soot into the 
faces of great crowds that moved toward the 
convention hail. The sun struggled ineffect- 
ually to break through the clouds,a few rays 
only reaching the heads of the multitude that 
streamed down toward the Jake side and through 
the many entrances to the convention hall. 
Along Michigan-avenue carriages stopped to de- 
posit their freight of ladies and gentlemen, the 
favored holders of box seats in the convention. 
Vendors of lemonade, fruit, pea-nuts, pies, and 
other refreshments lined the deep gutters and 
shouted their wares. Ticket scalpers, with 
bunches of tickets in their hands, offered them 
for sale at prices all the way from $20 to $50. 
About the doors crowds assembled to see the 
procession of ticket-holders go in. Policemen, 
quite as much interested as the people they 
were set to restrain, stood about allowing the 
multitude to do about as they pleased. The 
assistants to the Sergeant-at-Arms, decked with 
purple silk badges, lettered with gilt and fringed 
with gold bullion, challenged all persons 
who presented themselves for admission, 
All sorts of pretexts were made by those who 
had not obtained tickets in order to get into the 
hall. Boys who wished to act as messengers and 
who desired to repeat the trick of four years ago, 
by which hundreds of them effected an entrance, 
were repulsed by the door-keepers. 

The seats allotted to guests began to fill at 9 
o’ciock. At 10 o’clock the galleries up aloff, 
extending beneath the top-story windows and 
along the entire length of the hall, were packed, 
that on the east side, nearest the lake, being 
filled with the admirers of John A. Logan. 
They were presentin great numbers, occupying 
not only all the seats, but standing in a mass in 
all the aisles. The spacious gallery at the end of 
the hall, opposite to the stage, filled slowly. 
When it was full andthe sloping rows of seats 
from the platform had been occupied by 
delegates and alternates, and the boxes on 
the right and left were crowded with ladies in 
gay costumes, waving fans, glistening opera 
glasses, and fluttering papers the scene was one 
to contemplate with astonishment and admira- 
tion. For only a few rows from the front 
could one distinguish the features of delegates. 
Then the long rows of faces, rising slightly one 
above the other, were uniform, the monotony 
broken only by the interspersing of black heads 
with blonde or gray. The flag-staffs that yester- 
day were planted to denote the places of the dif- 
ferent States had been removed, and the purple 
banners no longer interfered with the view of 
delegates sitting in the rear who wished to see 


the stage. The light that entered the ball from 
the east windows shone full upon the faces of 
that part of the audience sitting to the west side, 
while those who sat immediately beneath these 
windows were in deep shadow. 

The delegates straggledin in groups, The nar- 
row pussageways were clogged with men who 
stopped to exchunge views und news. Rumors 
of combinations were imparted with warnings to 
be prepared for tricks. Cuanvasses of States 
were rudely broken by the jostling water boys 
who carried about their cans of lake water and 
pairs of tin cups to slake the thirst of the multi- 
tude. Lemonade vendors with water pails, in 
which a few floating lemon skins were jostied by 
rattling blocks of ice, cried their circus beverage 
aloud and ladied out Chicago hospitality of a 
very inferior sort at the small charge of a nickel 
agiass. All sortsof advertising pamphlets, pa- 
pers, programmes, lists of delegates, tally-sheets, 
political broadsides, and puffs tor candidates and 
a ya were distributed over 
the hall. 

The double terrace of desks for correspondents 
filled up. While the band in the distant south 
gallery was playing the stage filled up. Senators, 
ex-Senators, Representatives, aliveand politically 
defunct, stowed themse/ves away behind the des 
of the Chairman, and the official stenographers, 
note-books in hand, were ready to rush about 
the hall and catch the words of speakers at points 
so distant from the Chair that they could not be 
heard distinctly. 

Down in front, at the head of the New-York 
delegation, Mr. Curtis sat talking with Mr. The- 
odore Roosevelt. They bad come early, and 
were earnestly talking, the younger man ges- 
ticulating vigorously. White-haired Martin I. 
Townsend, who is to present Arthur’s name 
when the time for nominating speeches arrives, 
sat in the front row, his hands clasped over the 
head of his cane. The “ Bald Eagleof West- 
chester,” James W. Husted, sat near solemn 
John D. Lawson. James D. Warren, somewhat 
jaded, as if the convention did not agree with 

im, sat justin front of Mr. Curtis and near to 
John I, Gilbert, while Collector Robertson oc- 
cupied a chair on the aisle in the second 
row, his gray hair and beard conspicuous 
among a group of the younger delegates. 
Warner Miller, who might have been the proud 
holder of one of the delegates’ seats, has no right 
upon the floor, but he found aseat in the little 
group of Blaine’s managers on the stage, and 
chattea with Elkins, Donaldson, and Whitelaw 
Reid. Bob Ingersoll, who has come here to de- 
velop the Harrison boom, and who is no longer 
the ardent Blaine man that he was, told a story 
to the group of **distinguished” men who sat 
near im on the stage. They had just 
asked him what he made out of the 
vote on Lynch and Clayton. It reminded 
him of an Irishman who lived near Peoria, and 
who owned a garden, a cabin, andapig. Pat 
tried to put a yoke on the pig, but the pig led 
hima hot chase about the garden, darting at 
Jength into the cabin. Pat plunged in after the 
pig and bolted the door, and the pig darted out 
through a pane of glass. Pat, regarding the 
broken pane and the retreating pig, said: ** Blast 
the spalpeen. I didn’t catch yer, butI got yer 
measure.” 

Just at this moment, while the group of 
listeners were Jaughing at the story, Gen. 
Clayton, the defeated candidate, came in with 
his Arkansas -delegates. They did not look 
happy, possibly because a large part of the con- 
vention was talking about them as having been 
sold out by their Chairman. If they had accom- 
plished their purpose, victory would have molli- 
fied the keenness of their humiliation, but they 
have been advertised as material for bargains 
and have not served the purpose for which they 
were employed. At the head of the Iilinois 
delegation sat a man somewhat resem- 
bling Abraham Lincoln. He was spare 
bald, piain, serious, with sparse bear 
and shaven upper lip. This was Senator 
Cullom, who is to present Logan’s name, and by 
his side was Gov. Hamilton. Emery A. Storrs, 
who wanted to be one of this body of Illinois 
delegates, was on the platform as a spectator, 
and his eloquent utterances will not thrill this 
convention as they did that of 1880. Walter 
Evan3, the Commissioner of Internal Revenue, 
came in with his Kentucky delegation and went 
to the seats assigned them. He is worried about 
his Arthur men, who, he feels convinced, he can- 
not hold together long. Just in front of him sat 
ex-Senator Kellogg. for Arthur, of course, bute 

earning for the time to come when he and bis 

nd of office-holding delegates can jump to 
some more congenial candidate. A_ notable 
cluster was that including Senator Hoar—his 
rosy face and white hair making him a con- 
spicuous object—ex-Gov. Long, Henry Cabot 
Lodge, and ex-Con man Crapo. Lodge had 
been conferring with his young friend Roosevelt, 
of New-York, and both were on the lookout for 
opportunities. Senator Sabin’s swarthy face 
was seen at the head of the Minnesota delegation. 
He is glad to be out of the chair. 


THE SECOND DAY’S WORK BEGUN. 

It was nearly 11:30 before the officers of the 
convention were in their places. Chairman 
Lynch toox the gavel; there was a rushing about 
of belated delegates, the band finished its per- 
formance of selections from “The Merry War,” 


and the gavel fell. The noise in the galleries and 
upon the floor abated. The chirping anda chut- 
tering of the sparrows up under the arched roof 
was heard above all otber sounds. The Chair- 
man introduced the cl maan who was to open 
the session, and the:second day’s work an. 
Immediately after prayer had been offered vy 
the Rev. J. H. Burroughs, of this city, Delegate 
Gary, of Maryland, sent up to the Secretary a 
memoria) from the Prohibitionists of that State, 
who asked the convention to put into the party 
platform a plank recognizing the right of the 
veople to suppress and prohibit the liquor traftic. 
he memorialists promised to vote with the 
party if it shou!d advovate prohibition. 
ito Maney. Of Delaware, lntrodueed. & resol: 
4 t resolu- 
fon favoring the extension of the Presidential 


term to six years. Senator Plumb, of Kansas, 
sent up 4 resolution asking the committee to 
place in the platform a declaration that A®eri- 
can lands should be held by Americams and 
denouncing the acquisition of. large landed 
estates in the West by foreigners. 

Four years ago Mr. Conkling offered a resolu- 
tion by which he attempted to bind evegy dele- 

te to support the nominee of the convention. 

hree delegates from West Virginia, led by A, 
W. Campbell, refused to vote for it. To-day a 
similar resoiution was offered by Delegate Haw- 
kins, of Tennessee, in the interest of Blaine. It 
declared that every member of the convention 
was bound in honor to support the nominee, 
whoever he might be, and that no man wh9 would 
not agree to give such support was entitled to 
hold a seat in the convention. Mr. Pierce. of 
Massachusetts, led the opposition in a short 
speech against the resolution. Mr. Knight, of 
California, an active Blaine man, sprang to 
his feet, and George William Curtis, who 
was trying to get the floor, was forced to 
wait. r. Knight swung his arms wildly, and 
wanted to know where the men were who 
wouldn’t support the nominee. In his opinion, 
such men, if there were any, should go out of 
the party, the sooner the better. ‘“ Whoever 
they may be and wherever they may be,” fe 
cried, ** whether editing newspapers or conduc%- 
ing great periodicals, [cheers una yells by the 
Blaine men,] let them be branded by a cirect 
vote of this convention.” 

Mr. Curtis then got the floor, and made the 
best speech of the day. Hearty applause showed 
that he had hosts of friends. **A Republican 
and a free mun,” said he, ** I came to this conven- 
tion, and by the grace of God a Republican and 
a free man will I go out of it.” He continued as 
follows: 

Twenty-four years ago I was here in Chicago. [Ap- 
plause.] Twenty-four years ago I took part with the 
men of this country who nominated the man_who bore 
the most illustrious name in the Republican Party, and 
the brightest ray in whose halo of glory and immortaii- 
ty is that he was the great emanciputor. (Cheers and 
cries of * Good.”) In that convention, Sir, a resolution 
was offered in amendment of the platform. It intro- 
duced into that platform certain words from the 
Declaration of Independenc . That man _ was voted 
down in that convertion, and Joshua R. Giddings, of 
Ohio, rose from his seat and was passing out of the 
convention. As he went to pass by my chair I reached 
out my hand—well-nigh a boy and unknown to him. 
I said: “Sir, where are you going’” He ssid tome: 


.“ Young man,l am going out of this convention, for I 


find there is no place in a Republican convention for an 
original anti-slavery man like me.” Well, gentlemen, 
after this he stopped and again took his seut, and be- 
fore the convention concluded the Republicun Party 
declared that no word, no deed, no sign, should ever be 
made ina Rerublican convention that in the slightest 
degree reflected upon the nonor or the loyalty of the 
men who took part in that convention, and upon their 
adhesion to liberty. [loud anpinuse.} The gentleman 
who was last upon the tloor dared any one tpon this 
floor to vote against the resolution. I say to him in re- 
ply that the presentation of such a resolution in sucha 
convention as this is a stigma, an insult upon every 
man who stands here. This question is not a new 
question. Precisely the sume motion was broucht up 
at the Inst convention, anda man from West Virginia 
—I honor his name—thet man suid, in the face 
of the roaring galleries, and in the face of all this 
success, this man from Virginia said, **1 am a Repub- 
lican, who carried his sovereignty under his own hat.” 
Loud applause.) Mr. Chairmen, regarding Mv. Camp- 

eli’s position in that convention, the wise reflection, 
the afterthought of the Republican convention of 1880, 
nnder the lead of that great immortal leader whose fuce 
fronts us here, James A. Garfield,of Ohio—[applause) 
under the lead of Garfield i remind my friend from 
California that the convention, taking its action, in- 
duced the gentleman who presented the resolution to 
withdraw that resolution from the consideration of the 
convention. Now, Sir, in the light of the character of 
the Republican Party, in the light of the action of the 
last Republican conventon, the first convention of 
which 1 have known in which such a pledge was re- 
quired of the members, | ask this convention, mindful 
ofall that hangs upon the wisdom, the moderation, the 
tolerance, and the patriotism of our action. 1 beg this 
ec nvention toremember Lincoln, to remember Gar- 
tield, to remember the very vital principle of the Re- 
publican Party, and assume that every man here who 
is an honest and an honorable man, will vote this reso- 
lution down, which should never have appeared in a 
Republican convention, as unworthy to be ratified by 
this concourse of free men that 1 see before me. [Ap- 
plause. } 


Before he had taken his seat it was apparent 
thut the Chai~man of the New-York delegation 
had given the resolution its death-blow. Mr. 
Hawkins arose, and, after saying that both Ar- 
thur and Garfield had voted tor a_ similar reso- 
intion four years ago, withdrew the fire-brand 
which he had so boldly cast into the assembly. 

A resolution providing that in the selection of 
district delegates hereafter the basis of repre- 
sentation shall be the same as the basis prevuil- 
ing in each district at that time, with reference 
to the nomination of Republican candidates tor 
Congress, was referred, together with another, 
favoring a prohibition amendment to the Consti- 
tution; one declaring that Federal! offices in the 
Territories should be given to residents of the re- 
spective Territories; one asking that the Com- 
missioner of Agriculture shall be made a members 
of the Cabinet, and one favoring woman suffrage 


THE PERMANENT ORGANIZATION. 

Gen. Williams, of Indiana, reported from the 
Committee on Permanent Organization the 
nomination of Gen. John B. Henderson, of Mis- 
souri, to be permanent Chairman. Gen. Hender- 
son is an Edmunds man, who voted yesterday 
for Clayton. Delegate Lawson, of New-York, 
raised the point that the Chairman ought not to 
be elected until aftera settlement of the con- 


tests, but no further opposition was mace, and 
Gen. Henderson was elected by a viva voce vote, 
only two delegates, from North Carolina, voting 
in the negative. Gen. Henderson is a tall man, 
whose gry, hair-and brown beard are closely 
cropped. He addressed the conveation as fol- 
lows: 

GENTLEMEN OF THE CONVENTION: We have as- 
sem bled to survey the past history of the party, to re- 
juice as we may because of the good it has done, to 
correct its errors, if errors there be; to discover, if pos- 
sible, the wants of the present, and with patriotic 
firmness provide for the future. Our pust history is the 
Union preserved, slavery abolished, and its former vic- 
tims egually and honorably by our sides in this conven- 
tion; the public faith maintained, unbounded credit at 
home and abroad, a Napite: d convertible into coin, and 
the pulses of industry throbbing with renewed health 
and vigor in everv section of a prosperous und peaceful 
country. These are the fruits of triumphs over ad- 
verse policies, gained in the military and civil conflicts 
of the lust 24 years. Out of these conflicts has come a 
race of heroes and statesmen, challenging confidence 
and love at home, respect and admiruticn abroad. And 
now, when we come to select a standard-bearer for the 
approaching contiict, our chief emburrassment is not in 
the want, but in the abundance, of Presidential ma- 
terial. New-York has her trne and tried statesman, 
upon whose Administration the tlerce.and even un- 
friendly, light of pubijic scrutiny has been turned, 
and the universal verdict is: “Well done, thou 
good and faithful servant.” Vermont has her great 
statesman, whose mind is as clear as thecrystal springs 
of his native State, and whose virtue is as firm as its 
granite hills. Ohio can come with a name whose his- 
tory 1s the history of the Republican Party itself. 
Illinois can come with one who never falled in the dis- 
charge of public duty, whether in council chamber or 
ou field of battle. Maine has her honored favorite, 
whose splendid abilities and persona! qualities bave 
eodeared him to the hearts of his friends, and the 
brilliancy of whose genius challenges the admira- 
tion of all. Connecticut and Indiana may come 
with names scarcely less illustrious than _ these, 
And now,in conclusion, if because of persunal disa- 
greements andthe emergencies of the occasion, anoth- 
er name is sought, there remains that grand old hero 
of Kenesaw Mountain and Atlanta. When patriotism 
calls he cannot, if he would, be silent; but, grasping 
that banner,to him so deur,which he has already 
borne in triumph, he will march to a civic victory no 
less renowned than those of war. I thank you, gen- 
tlemen, for this distinguished mark of your confidence, 

The Chairman’s complimentary allusion to 
Arthur’s record was heartily applauded. The 
friends of Edmunds cheered toudly when their 
candidate’s virthes were enumerated. The ref- 
erence to John Sherman was applauded by very 
tew delegates. Logan’s friends were not behind 
in their manifestations of fidelity. But when 
the Chairman drew freely upon the resources of 
the English language to describe the genius of 
Blaine the followers of that magnetic politician 
seemed to be bereft of their senses. They 
cheered and yelled and threw up their 
hats and waved their handkerchiefs until 
spectators recalied the memorable scenes in the 
convention of four years ago. The applause 
soon died away, but only to be renewed again 
andagain. The greater part of the noise was 
made by the delegates and alternates. Not very 
much of it came from the galleries. The Chair- 
man devoted as much attention to Gen. Sherman 
as to any of the other men who are avowed can- 
didates represented by bodies of delegates, and 
it was surmised that he regarded the General’s 
nomination as one of the possible compromises. 

It having been announced that the Committee 
on Credentials could not complete its report be- 
fore late in the afternoon or early in the evening, 
a motion to take a recess until 7 o’clock in the 
evening was carried, andthe temporary adjourn- 
ment was announced at 12:30. Previous to ad- 
ournment the Chairman was given a new and 

andsome gavel. made of pieces of wood taken 
from every State and Territory and from Alaska, 
The handle is a piece of the charter oak. > 


THE EVENING PROCEEDINGS. 

A heavy shower, with wind that equaled in 
volume the Blaine hurrah of Sunday,. broke 
upon the city just before convention time in the 
evening and settled into a nasty rain. When the 
crowds began to flock toward the convention 
hall the streets were sloppy and sticky, and the 


delegates who were not carried tothe hall in 
hacks picked their way along under umbrellas. 
Seven o’clock nad been set as the time for resum- 
ing business. At 7 o'clock the hall was 
not half filled. ‘The sta seats were 
pearly all occupied and the sections al- 
lot to delegates were full. The im- 
pression bad got abroad that the evening ses- 
sion would not amount to much. The Commit- 
tee on Credentials had been working ail the 
afternoon in the room of the National Com- 
mittee in the Grand Pacific, but it had disposed 
of only a few cases. The Virginia case, which 
had been erroneously reported as settled in favor 
of the Mahone delegation, had not been taken 
up. Other cases were ahead of it, and the mem- 
bers of the committee were é6xpecting to sit all 
night, to havea “ red-hot ” time with their work, 
and to be ready to report at the morning session 
to-morrow. So the delegates as they came in 
talked as if they would only listen to a report of 
the Committee on Rules and adjourn. 

The interior ot the hail presented an impress- 
ive, but not brilliant picture. Beiore the day- 
light had quite faded out of the windows the 
lights Were burning. Over the stage were 15 or

The 
rain did not prevent many ladies from ventur- 
ing out, and the boxes were crowded 
with them. While the delegates were com- 
ing in and that bustle peculiar only to 
the assembling of great conventions was at 
its height, the band smothered the sound of rush- 
ing feet and buzzing voices with “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” The great body of corre- 
spondents, 600 in number, banked against the 
stage for a distance as great as the depth of the 
stage itself, wereallin place. They formed an 
audience that would have filled a large hall, but 
they occupied only asmall section of the 
audience between the stage and the delegates. 
The telerraph wires were clicking sharply, and 
the messenger boys were rushing to the offices at 
each side of the platform with bundles of dis- 
patches. Half past seven had arrived, when 
Chairman Henderson rapped for order, and the 
great assemblage was induced to cease its talk 
and listen. 

The Committee on Credentials reported that it 
had not completed its labors. George William 
Curtis presented a resolution from the American 
Peace Union protesting against the warfare be- 
tween civilized nations. A. C. Matthews, of Illi- 
nois, submitted a resolution bsbamtey J the dis- 
tribution of 500 tickets daily among the veteran 
soldiers who desired to witness the proceedin 
The Logan sympathizers in the gallery started a 
round of applause, which traveled slowly: 
over the hall. A delegate cautiously inquired 
who would indicate the direction in which. 
this distribution should be made. He evidently 
suspected that the proposition concealed a de- 
sign to contribute to the Logan boom. Powell 
Clayton wanted to know where the veterans 
could be seated, for the seats had all been taken. 
Joseph F. Lee, of Florida, was applauded when 
be said that his delegation would willingly sur- 
render their seats to the veterans. There were 
cries of “oh,” and loud laurhter, when a Dela-| 
ware delegate sugested that the tickets be given 
toa — committee of the Illinois delegation, 
The ogan gallery applauded this suggestion 
vociferousiy. The resolution was voted down, 
the Chairman making the announcement that 
the National Committee had informed him that 
every seat in the ball had been already assigned. 

Gov. Long had barely compieted a motion 
to adjourn, when there was a tremendous uproar 
in the side aisie. Delegates began to rise one 
after another and cheer and yell. The proceed- 
ings were interrupted, and the Chairman was 
unable to bring the convention to order until 
the excitement had expended itself. Then it was 
discovered that the owner of the smooth, happy 
face and the rotund figure, upon which all eyes 
were now focused, was Bob Inzersoll. 

Secretary MacPherson, of the Republican Con- 
gressional Committee, stepped to the front of the 
platform and, shak ng a telegram in his hand, 
managed to acquaint the noisy crowd with the 
fact that he had something of interest to com- 
municate. ‘I hold a telegram directed to Sena- 
tor Dolph, of Oreron.” he said, ** which says that 
the election of Monday last in Oregon is no 
longer in doubt. The Kepublicans have elected 
a raajority of the Legis'ature, which will thus se- 
cure a gain to the Senate of a Republican United 
States Senator. The Republicans have also 
elected their Concressmen. So Oregon, you see,” 
said Mr. MacPherson., in conclusion, ** is safe for 
the nominee of this convention.” The announce- 
ment was received with yeils and cheers by the 
delezates. The convention agreed to adjourn 
uggil 10 o’clock to-morrow.morning. 

ree sessions of the convention in the hall as 
now arranged and under the organization ef- 
fected to-day, have not created a good impres- 
sion of the adaptability of the hall or the effi- 
ciency of the officers. At the morning session it 
was found that many of the speakers, particu- 
larly those speaking from the centre of the hall 
were heard double, their voices being retlected. 
back by the sounding-boards at each end of the 
ball, the echoes clashing harshiy. Chair- 
men Henderson, while possessed of a fairly 
ood speaking voice, does not give the 
impression of being a strong or. weil- 
equipped pariiameniarian. The convention of 
1880, althongh composed of men who were much 
more bitterand determined in their opposition 
to each other, moved forward with its busines3 
with greater decorum, particulariy in the opens 
ing hours. The convention of 1884 has dragged. 
Its committees are not so expeditious, and are 
not composed of as positive and keen men as 
were the committees of the last convention. The 
committee which arranged the hall for the con- 
vention committed a blunder in providing only 
one entrance for delegates, alternates, corre- 
spondents, and a large part of theaudience. The 
aisles and exits are narrow and, in spite of the 
most diligent efforts on the part of 
the Sergeants-at-Arms, the passages are badly 
clogged, the delegates and newspaper men being 
frequently interfered with by the accumulating 
crowds of strollers about the hall. 

During the closing hours of to-night’s session 
the Chair lost all control of the convention and 
it cheered, shouted, and boisterously addressed 
itself to Bob Ingersoll in absolute indifference to 
the gavel of the Chairman. It is to ve hoped 
that better order will be maintained during the 
transaction of the important business yet to 
come. 

AN EXTRAORDINARY INCIDENT. 


An extraordinary sight was witnessed in the 
convention hall after the convention had been 
declared adjourned and the platform had been’ 
deserted by the officers. The vast hall was filled 
with athrong of spectators that bad evidently 
come expecting to witness proceedings that at 
least were interesting. The absence of every- 
thing of that sort was a keen disappointment. 


When an enthusiastic delegate roared for a 
speech from Bob Ingersol!, the ery was taken up 
andran all over the hall. “Ingersoll!” “ Boo 
“ Ingersoil !” ““Speech |”? ** Speech!” ** Speech !’’ 
As the mass of delegates was making its way 
slowly outof the hall, asif by previous announce- 
ment a sudden stop was taken, wnich within two 
minutes transformed the audience and the dele- 
gates into a tremendous mass-meeting, saturated! 
with enthusiasm for Logan and Blaine. Ex-Gov. 
Oglesby, of Illinois, suddenly appeared in re- 
sponse to a limited demand for Oglesby from 
various quarters of the building. In language 
that was diplomatic and amusing, as weil as enter- 
taining, he adroitly introduced, oneafter another, 
the men whose nsmes have b2en suggested for 
Presidential nominees. Arthur, Edmunds, Blaine, 
John Sherman, Senator Harrison, Gen. Grant, 
Senator John A. Logan, and Gen. Sherman were 
all presented, and each name was received witha 
liberal measure ofapplause. Gov. Oglesby tested 
the strength of each Presidential boom. Esti- 
mated bythe response from the audience the 
Blaine boom was first in size and the Logan boom 
next. His mention of Gen. Grant’s misfortunes, 
coupled with the deciaration that the cioud 
would pass away, was handsomely applauded.

WATCHING AT THE CAPITAL. 
HOW THE VARIOUS CANDIDATES RECEIVE 
THE NEWS FROM CHICAGO, 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—While the deepest 
interest has been felt here in the news from 
Chicago there has been nothing like excitement 
at any time, and comparatively small crowds 
have been seen around the ‘bulletins which have 
been displayed ina few places. President Arthur 
spent most of the day in the room at the White 
House, where dispatches are received over his 
private wire. His telegrams were many, but, so 
far as can be ascertained, they did not promise 
him the nomination, and the air around the 
President’s temporary home is not more inspirit- 
ing than on yesterday. Postmaster-General 
Gresham spent a good deal of time with Mr, Ar- 
thur, whose dispatches he read. 

Taking advantage of the Senate recess, Mr. 
Edmunds left bere to-day for Warrenton, Va., 
on personal business. It is reported that before 
going away he told a friend that he did not think 
he would receive the Presidential nomination.., 
Mr. Sherman went up to the Capitol and received 
dispatches over the special Senate wire. Several 
other Senators received bulletins in their com- 
mittee rooms. Mr. Sherman did not seem at all 
displeased with the contents of his solegrenen 
and, in conversation with friends, freely de- 
clared that, if Blaine aud Arthur were defeated, 
he would not be surprised if the nomination 
came to him. That Gen. Sherman would not 
allow his name to be used, the Senator said, he 
had known forsome time. Mr. Sherman counts 
on the solid Ohio vote whenever it will do him 
the most good. Gen. Logan kept out of sight at 
his boarding-house, where he read numerous 
dispatches from the convention hall. Secretar, 
Lincoln went about his business just as usual, 
although he kept well posted as to what was 
going on at Chicago. 

Private dispatches received here this evening 
say that there is serious trouble in the Logan 
ranks, because of the discovery that the maa 
who furnished some of them w.th the means 
to pay their expenses in attending the conven- 
tion dispensed the same favors to _ various 
Blaine delegates who could not afford to pay 
their own way. This, according to the dis- 
patches, has led the ant!-Blaine friends of Logan 
to believe in the truth of the reportea bargain 
to turn the Illinois Senator's votes over to Blaine 
in a lump, and hence the rumpus.

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DISCUSSING ENO'S. 


REMANDED AGAINST HIS COUN- 
SEL’S PROTEST. 

FATHER DUCEY RETURNS TO THIS CITY— 

SUIT OF THE SECOND NATIONAL BANK 


AGAINST DYETT & CO. 

QuEBEc, June 4.—The case of John C. 
no came up in court again to-day. The de- 
fense was represented by Messrs. Dunbar, Irvine, 
and Tessier; the private prosecution by Messrs. 
Davidson and Fitzpatrick, and the Crown by 
Mr. Pelletier. Gen. Hubbard, of New-York, 
United States Consul, was also present. The Judge 
asked Mr. Davidson if he was ready to proceed. 
The latter replied that he had requested De- 
teetive Fahey, of Montreal, to be here to-day, 
but the latter had neither come down nor sent 
reasons for his absence. Mr. Davidson spoke of 
the distance between here and Montreal, where 
there were a number of witnesses, and asked 
that the prisoner be remanded to that city. 
The Judge said the prisoner was in the hands 
and under the competence of the Que- 
bec authorities, and all the witnesses 
could be brought down here within 
six or eight hours. Fahey’s absence was no 
reason for sending the case to Montreal. Mr. 
irvine moved that the prisoner be discharged. 
Fahey’s unexplained absence was no reason for 
Eno's further detention. There bad been an at- 
tempt to kidnap Eno, whose removal to Mon- 


trea! he strongly objected to. It was manifest 
that the prosecution had no witnesses. Mr. Pel- 
letier observed that it was the duty of the Crown 
to protect all persons accused and to see that 
equal justice was done to strangers who hap- 
pened to be in Quebec. Whether innocent or 
guilty there appeared to be no proof against the 
accused before the court. 

Mr. Irvine then formally moved that the pris- 
oner be discharged. Hesaid: The counsel who 
represented the Crown manifestly felt that in- 
justice was being done. The counsel for the 
prosecution admitted he knew nothing about 
the case, there were no witnesses to examine, 
and he could not see for his part how his Honor 
could do otherwise than discharge the accused. 
Mr. Pelletier said it had not even been 
shown that Eno was a_ criminal or 
fugitive. The Judge said he would 
like to know what the Crown intended to do, and 
he should 1 keto have had before him Fahey’s 
deposition taken in Montreal, but neither the 
deposition nor its maker were before him. He 
was therefore unable to see whether that was 
sufficient evidence to continue over the case. As 
it was an important one he would hold it over 
unt | to-morrow to see if Fahey would arrive. 

Mr. Davidson said he could not imagine why 
Mr. Pabey had not arrived. If be did not come 
during the day he would senda subpona by a 
High Constable after him. Mr. Pelletier drew 
attention to the published statements that there 
was aconspiracy to allow Eno to get away, and 
denied it as far as he was concerned. The 
Judge ridiculed the idea of his baving any 
interest in allowing the prisoner to escape. 
From the commencement he had endeavored to 
administer even-handed justice. Mr. Davidson 
also ridiculed the statement. There had been no 
undue delays, and whether the parties concerned 
were residents or strangers he desired every- 
thing to be conducted strictly according to law. 
Mr. Irvine then moved that the prisoner be ad- 
mitted to bail. Mr. Pelleticr objected and said 
Eno was not being treated as a prisoner. He 
was at a hotel and had everything which gentle- 
men were entitled to, but it was necessary there 
should be precautions. 

Mr. Irvine said there was no complaint as to 
the manner in which the prisoner wus treated. 
He was kindly used, it was true, but he did not 
have entire liberty. He had no intention  »f 
leaving Quebec. He asked that the prisone 
liberated on bail because he was entitled to it. 

By consent the deposition of paputy United 
States Marshal Holmes, of New-York, was taken. 
Among other things he said that he was charged 
witha warrant for Eno's arrest in the State of 
New-York. 

Mr. Irvine—Have you any objections to show- 
ing the warrant to me? 

r. Davidson argued that the warrant had not 
been executed. 

Witness—I cannot part with the warrant. As 
faras I know, the only charge pending against 
the prisoner in the United States courts is the 
one in the warrant—misdemeanor according to 
the laws of the United States. 

Mr. Davidson objected to this lastanswer. He 
was able to prove that the charge against the 
prisoner was equal to an embezzlement in this 
country. 

The Witness—This charge is for an offense 
against the laws of the United States and not 
those of New-York State. 

Mr. Irvine—Have you any instructions from 
the United States Government to procure the ex- 
tradition of John C. Eno? 

Mr. Davidson—I object. Whatis the object of 
the question? It is to defeat the extradition of 
the prisoner. Has he the right to knowanything 
about this. It is of minor importance— 

Mr. Irvine—Holmes says he has a warrant for 
him, and, therefore, Eno has the right to know 
all about it. 

—: Davidson—I earnestly object to that ques- 
on. 

The Judge—Perhaps if he has no knowledge of 
the proceedings there are other persons who will 
instruct us. 

Witness—I have no instructions at present to 
make any demand for Mr. Eno. 

The case was finally postponed till te-morrow 
morning. The Montreal counsel strongly ob- 
ject to the prejudice which they claim is being 
created here against them in favor of the pris- 
oner. They contend that they have a clear case, 
and all they ask is that it may be investigated in 
an impartial manner. 


MonTREAL, June 4.—It is expected that 
another indictment will be laid before the Grand 
Jury in the Court of Queen's Bench here to-mor- 
row charging John C. Eno with bringing stolen 
property into Canada, and that a bench warrant 
will be issued to bring him to this city to stand 
his trial on the charge.

HURRIED 10 THEIR GRAVES 


FATAL ATMOSPHERE OF THE NIVI- 
SON HOME FOR INFANTS. 
AN INSTITUTION, OPENED LAST JANUARY, 
BURIES ALL BUT TWO OF ITS TWENTY- 
THREE INMATES IN THE BACK YARD. 


Hammonton, N. J., June 4.—This town, 
and, in fact, the whole country round about, has 
been thrown into intense excitement by the dis- 
covery that out of 23 infants which had been 
consigned to the care of the Nivison Home, situ- 
ated in the outskirts of the town, all but two 
had died; the fact of their deaths had been con- 
cealed and the little bodies buried in rude boxes 
in the yard back of the building. The Nivison 
Home for Foundlings is an annex to the Sani- 
tarium for Invalid Women which bas been in op- 
eration for several years. The Home began op- 

,erations last January, under the direction of Miss 
Symenthe 8. Nivison, said to be a gracuate of 
the Women's Medical College of Philadelphia. 

Miss Nivison flooded the country with circulars 
setting forth the purposes of the Home couched 
in language of picty and philanthropy. What 
other methods she took to get the little ones into 
her care is not yet clear. But since the Home 


opened 23 have been received and 21 have died 
and been secretly buried. The first hint that 
there was anything wrong at the Home was 
received by Dr. Ezra M. Hunt, Secretary 
ofthe State Board of Heaith.a few days ago. 
He visited the Home and found that the 21 little 
ones had not only died recently but had all died 
sudcenly and without medical attendance 
other than that of Miss Nivison. In a 
number of cases even she did not attend 
the dying infants. The rough boxes 
in which the little bodies were buried 
were found in the house or were made on the 
premises for the purpose. Several of the boxes 
contained two bodies each. There had been no 
certificates of death issued, and the bodies had 
been buried without permits. A funeral service 
had been said over only one of the victims, the 
Rev. Mr. Lewis, of the Episcopal Church, Chap- 
jain of the institution, officiating. 

After making these startling discoveries Dr. 
Hunt Jaid the facts before Prosecutor of the 
Pleas Thompson and, in the absence of the 
Coroner of the county, Mr. Thompson brought 
the matter before Justice of the Peace Clark P. 
Hill, who summoned a jury and held an inquest. 
Yesterday the testimony of the Episcopal 
Minister, Mr. Lewis, was taken. Hetold what he 
knew of the history of the Home and expressed 
much sorrow that he had been misied into 
giving the institution his.moral support. The 
tome for Foundlings, he said, was started last 
January, and in response to the circulars sent 
out by Miss Nivison, 23 infants were secured 
from New-York, Philadelphia, and other cities. 
Some time ago he visited the Home while Miss 
Nivison was absent, and finding an alarming 
mortality prevailing, urged the woman in charge 
to callina physician. This she refused to do. 

Miss Nivison herself was examined at great 
length. She is about 50 years old, tall, stout, 
black-haired, and rather imposing in her man- 
ners. She answered the questions put to her as 
if she was teaching a class of pupils the proper 
way to care for infants. She declared that the 
institution was conducted ina humane way, and 
the deaths of the infants were merely a great mis- 
fortune. She said the measels caused most of 
the deaths. When told that several autopsies 
made by Dr. Ingersoll hed shown that no 
such disease had prevailed, she said that there 
were some cases of diphtheria and of other 
diseases perhaps. As to the failure to take 4ut 
permits for burial, she said she did not know 
they were necessary. The infants were buried in 
the yard, she said, because that was the burial 
ground she had selected for the institution. She 
said she was absent in New-York from May 18 to 
May 27, and during that period 11 of the infants 
died. Whileatthe Homeshe was the physician 
in charge, and when absent she received daily re- 
ports of the sickness and deaths. She made no 
provision for medical attendance while she was 
away. During her absence her adopted daugh- 
ter, Miss Martine, was in charge. 

As to the medicines given to the infants, Miss 
Nivison testified that she made use of aconite, 
belladonna, and morphine principally. It was, 
she swore, her theory that infants could be 
raised on milk and tea, combined with such 
medicines. She was so convinced of this that 
she was wireg to make the experiment, and 
did so fearlessly. The morphine was adminis- 
tered according to this formula: “ One grain of 
morphine in two-thirds of a cup of black tea, to 
be given as needed.” The chief food of the in- 
fants was milk and Irish moss. The washer- 
woman of the Home testified that the infants 
were improperly cared for. The milk was 
watered untti it was almost worthless, and there 
was no other food used to give the nourishment 
required. The infants, she said, were kept in 
cold rooms without enough clothing to keep 
them warm. 

The jury visited the grounds and exhumeda 
number of the bodies. Their verdict was: 

“That the 21 children came to their deaths from 
natural causes, aggravated by improper enentT. con- 
ditions, negligence on the part of Miss 8. S. Nivison in 
leaving them without proper medical attendance, and 
by incompetency on the part of the nurses.”’ 

Miss Nivison was not arrested. She was left in 
charge of the two surviving infants. Her 
adopted son, whose name is Holiday, buried the 
infants in the yard. He went West yes- 
terday before the inquest was begun. 
Miss Martine, the adopted daughter, also 
left here yesterday. fiss Nivison made 
it a condition that all the children put under her 
care should be completely surrendered. In her 
circular she made no mention of any plans for 
their welfare after they should grow up. After 
the inquest she said toa reporter that her sani- 
tarium forinvalid women had been in successful 
operation for seven years. and that she was well 
known. In her prospectus of the Home, which 
was started last January, and which shesaysisa 
charity to which thus far she has been the only 
contributor, she embodied letters from the Epis- 
copal Bishops of Central New-York, Michigan, 
and New-Jersey. Among the Trustees of the 
Home, she says, are A. S. Barnes, the New-York 
— and 8. V. White, the Wall-street 
roker. She claims that the children died from 
an epidemic. She says that some of them came 
from New-York hospitals and others were 
brought by their own mothers, who gave her a 
full surrender, and have never inquired for them 
since. Miss Nivison says she has herself borne the 
whole expense of the institution. 

Nothing definite has been learned asto the 
parentage of the little victims. The Prosecutor 
of the county has brought suit against Miss Niv- 
ison for a fine of $100 for violation of the law in 
regard to burial permits. 


PHILADELPHIA, June 4.—Miss Nivison, 
whose Infant Home at Hammonton, N. J., 
has been the scene of such shocking 
mortaiity, came to this city for assist- 
ance when she was about to open that 
institution. She received much encouragement 
and material assistance from benevolent people. 
Prominent among these was Mrs. Martha Kim- 
ball, who has for years been identified with 
charitable works. “Every one is supposed 
to be innocent until they are _ proved 
guilty,” said Mrs. Kimball last evening, “I 
um shocked, however, to hear such areport. I 
have from the first advocated the interests of the 
home in this city, and feel grieved that such 
a rumor should be current, whether true or 
not. Miss Nivison was introduced to me by 
Miss Annie McDowell, a laagy who writes much 
for the newspapers on subjects interesting to 
women. Miss Nivison hasin her possession let- 
ters from the best pooute and the clergy of both 
New-York and P iladelphia. I furnished the 
home and George W. Childs contributed $100 
toward its maintenance. The home, since its 
inception, has been supported by private sub- 
scriptions. aoe Stevens, of the Episcopal 
Church, refused to have any money devoted tothe 
Home, as it was outside the city limits. Our 
best people have been interested in it, and also 
many in New-York. Atonetime Mrs. Astor, at 
her own expense, furnished the institution with 
a trained nurse. have not heen abieto visit 
the home since I furnished it, on account of sick- 
ness in my family.”

JUSTICE FOR THE MEN WHO TRIED TO KID- 
NAP MR. CLEWS. 

The news of the closing of Sheldon & 
Co.’s bank at Sherman, Chautauqua County, and 
the flight of young Sheldon with what remained 
of the assets of the concern recalls the attempt 
made some years ago to kidnap Mr. Henry Clews, 
and force him to a settlement of a pretended 
claim put forward by the suspended bank. The 
firm began a suit against Mr. Clews in Chautau- 
qua County alleging that he had obtained money 
from them upon false pretenses. Without ad- 
vising him of the suit an order of arrest was ob- 
tained from the District Court and sent here by 


a Deputy Sheriff. Reaching Mr. Clews’s office, 
the order was served, and he was_ hustled 
into a cab and taken to an obscure hotel up 
town. The affair had been ubserved by hisclerk, 
who at once gave notjce to his counsel. The Dep- 
uty Sheriff in the méantime had informed Mr. 
Clews's lawyer that he would be held till pro- 
ceedings could be taken to secure his release. 
This was not believed, and a writ of habeas cor- 
pus was obtained. Armed with this a search was 
instituted, and late that night Mr. Clews, 1n cus- 
tody of the Deputy Sheriff, was seen to entera 
train atthe Grand Central Station. His lawyer 
with the writ boarded the train while moving 
and served it upon the Deputy Sheriff, who at 
first deciined to respectit. On reaching Sing Sing 
he changed his course, and tne party returned to 
the city. An examination followed, and Mr. Clews 
was discharged. Sheldon & Co. then got a crimi- 
nal indictmentagainst the banker, who, however, 
was on hand with proper bail when the case 
came to trial. This di concerted the Sheldons, 
and subsequently Mr. Clews was discharged, the 
fab declaring there was no warrant for the 
action. 

Mr. Clews then took the fleld himself and be- 
gan an action for malicious conspiracy against 
the tirm of Sheldon & Co., the District Attorney 
who had advised the bankers throughout, and 
the Deputy Sheriff who had attempted the kid- 
naping, retaining as his local counsel Gov. 
Cleveland. ‘Che trial came off at Buffalo two 
yearsago and resuited in a verdict of $12,000 
damages for Mr. Clews. Sheldon & Co. appealed 
and Judge Haight set aside the verdict. Mr. 
Clews appealed, andin the papers in the appeal 
he obtained last week, on hearing that Sheldon 
& Co. had made an assignment, an order of ar- 
rest, alleging that the assignment was fraudu- 
lent and obtained to avoid the settlement of the 
judgment. This order was sent to Chautauqua 
County on Monday and was served yesterday. 
Mr. Clews said yesterday: ** Things come around 
right inthe end,and there never was a clearer 
case of retributive justice than this. I don’t sup- 
pose 1 shail get my money now, but they are 
shown up to be just what they always have 

n.’

A DANGEROUS COUNTERFEIT. 

A number of counterfeits of United 
States legal-tender notes of the denomination of 
ten dollars, which first made their appearance 
abouta yearago, have again been circulated 
within the past few days,and eight or ten of 
these bills were presented yesterday and the day 
before at the Fifth-Avenue Bank, where they 
were detected and rejected. The counterfeits 
are of the serics of 1878, and are said to be very 


good imitations of the genuine notes. They 
iffer from them, however, in the head-line on 
the face of the bill, where the words, ‘“ This 
note is a legal tender," &c., run into each other 
as though they were one word, while in the 
= one the words are properly separated. 
“he head to the left in the counterfeit has a 
heavy, square, and rather unnatural jaw, while 
in the genuine note it is rounded. On the back 
of the counterfeit the word, * This,” in the 
notice “ This note is a legal tender,” &c., is 
spelled “ Tis.” The Assistant Cashier of the 
Fifth-Avenue Bank said that these bills had been 
passed upon several druggists and grocers who 
were the bank‘s customers on Saturday evening, 
when there was a rush of business, and when 
they did not have the time to examine the notes 
as carefully as they might have done on other 
days. None of these tradesmen, however, could 
remember from whom they had received the 
notes. The counterfeiters appeur to have carried 
the notes about their persons and soiled them, 
for they now look well used and worn.

IN NEED OF A 


LOUISVILLE AND NASHVILLE SAID 
TO BE IN TROUBLE. 
SEVERAL DIRECTORS AND THE PRESIDENT 
REPORTED TO HAVE OFFERED THEIR 

RESIGNATIONS. 


There was 2 break of about two points in 
the Louisville and Nasbville stock yesterday. 
“That is because there is more trouble in the 
company,” a gentleman who has been heavily in- 
terested in the property said last evening. ** This 
is the way I get the story,” he added, “and 
my authority is excellent: Instead of the 
losses through C. C. Baldwin amounting to 
afew hundreds of thousands, they turn out to 
have been millions, as the first reports had them. 
The company, it has been found out, has ob- 
ligations everywhere. Loans which Baldwin se- 
cured have been called and the company isin 
desperate straits for money to pay them. It needs 
$1,000,000 right away, I hear, and has been able 
to raise only $150,000. Care has been taken to 
keep it from outsiders, but Iam informed that 
several of the Directors offered their resignations, 


and J. 8. Rogers, who has just been made Pres- 
ident, also offered his resignation at a meeting of 
the board which lasted until pretty late to-day. 

** What is left of the management is at its wit’s 
ends to know who to make President and what 
is left of the property. The only available per- 
son mentioned at the meeting was F. D. Carley, 
of Louisville, Ky., the Third Vice-President 
of the road. But he was not regarded as 
desirable on account of his inability to raise 
money—at any rate, any great amount, Unless 
all signs fail, there will be some additional devel- 
opments of an interesting nature in Louisville 
and Nashville soon. 

“In the examination of the accounts of the 
road, I understand, the gross earnings were 
found to beall right, but the net earnings were 
discovered to be perverted so as to show an in- 
crease over the actual figures, thereby conceal- 
ing the condition of the company. This, I sup- 
pose, was a part of the process of bulling the 
stock—making a favorable showing, I mean—by 
Baldwin and his associates.”

CANAL TRAFFIC COMPROMISE. 
Burrato, N. Y., June 4.—According to a 
compromise arranged by persons in Albany yes- 
terday the Tonawanda lumber deadlock was 
broken to-day.

The proceedings thus far with reference 
to the platform at Chicago do not hold out 
a promise of a very brilliant result. The 
sub-committee to which was confided the 
task of putting into shape the ideas of the 
Committee on Resolutions have made a 
provisional report, which has been recom- 
mitted to them for revision and comple- 
tion. It is said to include an indorsement 
of- the Administration of the President, 
which was to be expected; a resolu- 
tion in favor of civil service reform, 
the strength of which depend 
not so much on its emphasis as upon its 
precision, and a “strong tariff plank.” 
If this latter means an unqualified approv- 
al of the protectionist views of Mr. McK1n- 
LEY, the Chairman, it will be a serious 
blunder, a useless and gratuitous weaken- 
ing of the position of the party. The plat- 
form, in any case, will be interpreted to 
a great extent by the character of the can- 
didate, but no candidate can wholly over- 
come. the obstacles that an extreme pro- 
tectionist declaration would place in his 
pathway. It is much to be desired that 
when the resolutions are presented they 
may be rationally discussed, and not swal- 
lowed whole, as is the custom. 
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There is nothing evasive or ambiguous 
about Gen. SHERMAN’S refusal to be con- 
sidered as.a candidate for the Presidency. 
It has a directness and conclusiveness 
quite characteristic of the bluff old sol- 
dier. He will not: accept a nomination 
and he wouldjnot serve if elected. 
That certainly ought to “settle it,” 
Gen. SHERMAN has earned the right 
to his retirement and to an evening 
of quiet and repose for his long 
life of valiant service, and he has the 
sense to prefer it to the turmoil of politics 
and the cares of an office for which he is 
not specially fitted. He will lose nothing 
in the respect of the country by his blunt 
avowal, which is in charming contrast 
with the shuffling and dubious manrer in 
which politicians are wont to decline 
honors which they would fain have,

Mr. Copp was 
somewhat reckless in his statements, but 
there is no doubt that the corporations are 
using all the resources which they are 
accustomed to find potent in an ef- 
fort to save the lands to which they 
have no longer any right. This whole 
subject stands in need of a thorough and 
careful consideration, which it has little 
chance of getting either at the hands of 
demagogues like Mr. Coss or of men 
whom the railroads have been vigilant 
and persistent in involving in their inter- 
est by one means or another. Equitable 
rights should not be disragarded, but 
every acre of land which the corporations 
have failed to earn by complying with 
the conditions of their grants for no rea- 
son fairly creating an equitable claim 
ought to be speedily restored to the public 
domain, 


The Governor of Massachusetts has 
given his approval to the ‘‘ Act toimprove 
the civil service of the Commonwealth 
and the cities thereof” by the appointment 
of a Civil Service Commission with special 
powers. Thus the old Bay State follows 
the lead of New-York in applying to the 
public service the principles of the reform 
law adopted in the Federal service. 
It is plain that there is a much 
wider, though less conspicuous, field 
for the reform in the State and 
municipal service throughout the country 
The re- 
form sentiment has been very strong in 
Massachusetts, as was shown in the Con- 
gressional canvass two years ago, and the 
representatives of it did a great deal of 
hard work in the national movement.

PROSPECTS AT CHICAGO. 


No ballots will be taken in the Chicago 
Convention earlier than to-morrow, unless 
the business which still remains to be dis- 
posed of in advance of the voting shall be 
got through with more rapidly than is 
usual in party councils of such size 
and moment. There remains, therefore, 
one more day and night for mov- 
ing appeal and passionate exhortation 
among delegates not yet credited with the 
capacity to know their own minds. This 
slow rate of progress is favorable to wise 
action. It gives the sober delegates time 
to think and robs of their effect the frothy 
declamations of those who,are intoxicated 
with the vapors of the fuming and much- 
inflated ‘‘ booms.” The tactics of the Blaine 
men have been to give the delegates no 
time forcalm reflection, and for two or 
three days the hideous racket of their 
fish-horn canvass answered well to their 
intent. Checked and sobered by the dis- 
astrous consequences of their extraordi- 
nary blunder in the matter of Mr. POWELL 
CLAYTON, the careless sportsman of Ar- 
kansas, they have found it advisable to 
take some thought for themselves, and 
the. rest of the convention, taking heart 
from the showing made in Tuesday's vote, 
has been absorbed in devising ways and 
means to beat BLAINE. 

This will be a task of no great difficulty if 
those who oppose his nomination can find 
a candidate upon whom they can unite. 
The 427 votes by which Mr. LyNcH was 
made Temporary Chairman of the conven- 
tion on Tuesday represent the Arthur, 
Edmunds, and Sherman vote combined. 
On a ballot for the nomination these 
427 votes could hardly be thus united 
upon either ArruvrR, EDMUNDS, or 
SHERMAN, To break this dead-lock 


system sprang up the elaborate 
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among the opponents~of ‘BLAINE it will 


‘be necessary to seek and find somewhere 


in this broad land a Republican of “light 
and leading” who shall be acceptable to 
the three groups. When he is found the 
contest will be ended. 

That it will end in this fashion seems 
to us extremely probable—much more 
probable than that either Mr. BLAINE 
or Mr. ARTHUR will receive the nomina- 
tion. As is shown by our dispatches, 
steps were taken last night to consoli- 
date the anti-Blaine forces. Mr. BLAINE 
is as far from the goal of his enduring 
ambition as he was in 1876 or 1880. It 
must be remembered that of the 385 votes 
cast for the Blaine candidate for Tempo- 
rary Chairman upward of 100 were bor- 
rowed from LoGaN, HaRRISON, HAWLEY, 
and ARTHUR. Upon a ballot for 
the nomination these would return 
to their first choice, while a much 
smaller number of Blaine delegates 
who found the notorious POWELL 
CLAYTON a dose too nauseous for their 
swallowing would reassert their alle- 
giance. Mr. BLAINE will not have more 
than 330 votes on the first ballot. If he 
does not rise to 375 or over that number 
on the second ballot he will be allowed to 
finish the history of his interesting career 
in Congress undisturbed by the fierce 
strife of the canvass. 

Mr. ARTHUR’sS boys and bankers and 
office-holders have at length discovered 
that they didn’t go out to Chicago to stand 
around with open mouths and see the 
Blaine folks ‘‘ boom” their brilliant leader. 
Yesterday they fell to with a_ will, 
but awkwardly, among the Edmunds 
men. “If you stick to EDMUNDS, 
you will make BLAINE the nominee,” was 
the burden of their startling song. We 
have before noted a curious tendency in 
the knees of some of the Edmunds men, 
particularly those from Massachusetts, to 
knock together audibly whenever the 
name of BLAINE is mentioned in their 
hearing. The Arthur workers are taking 
advantage of this physical peculiarity, 
as we fully expected they would, and the 
hope, if not the prospect, of some slight 
success has put them in better spirits. But 
they are tilling a pretty unpromising field 
for the sort of crop they wish to raise, and 
we do not look for any considerable har- 
vest as the reward of their labors. 

The idle story that Mr. ARTHUR’s “‘ boys” 
in this city would go over to the Blaine 
side if they found it impossible to nominate 
the President may be dismissed as a pure 
fabrication. The devil should have his due 
at all times, and it is due to the O’Briens 
and Biglins and McCords to say that they 
are altogether faithful to their master and 
could not easily be persuaded to give their 
aid to the nomination of a man so distaste- 
ful to him as JAMES G. BLAINE, of Maine, 
the gentleman who, when he had just been 
made ex-Secretary of State, passed a large 
part of his time in ridiculing the Admin- 
istration and its officers. The circulation 
of this story is a part of the plot to scare 
the timid Edmunds men. 


The hopes of those Republicans who 
earnestly desire something better than an 
invitation to a death-dance as the out- 
come of the convention are still centred 
upon the clear-headed, cool, and sagacious 
young Republicans to whom is due the 
defeat of the disgraceful attempt to 
put POWELL CLAYTON in the chair. 
More than to any one else it is to 
THEODORE ROOSEVELT and to HENRY 
CasoT LODGE that the eyes of anxious 
Republicans are turned. If it is within 
the bounds of the possible that out of the 
wild strife of faction and the keen jeal- 
ousies of mutually repellant groups at 
Chicago some uniting and inspiring can- 
didacy may issue, these lion-hearted young 
Republicans may be trusted to see and 
seize the.appointed opportunity. 


PARTY ALLEGIANCE. 


The gentleman from Tennessee who in- 
troduced in the National Convention yes- 
terday a resolution pledging every dele- 
gate to support the candidate, whoever he 
may be, did very wisely to withdraw his 
proposition. It wasa singularly foolish 
one from any conceivable point of view. 
If it had been adopted by a vote of the 
majority, it could not have bound those 
who voted against it. No man or body 
of men can bind other men who 
record themselves as unwilling to ac- 
cept the pledge. This was shown very 
plainly four years ago when delegates 
who had been ordered by the majorities of 
their respective State Conventions to vote 
with the majority of their delegations— 
the well-known unit rule—refused to do 
so. Their refusal was sustained by the 
National Convention, and if it had not 
been, there would have been open revolt. 
The most obvious fact in regard to 
Mr. Hawkx1ns’s proposition, though it 
seems to have escaped his  atten- 
tion, is that there is no possible 
way to enforce it had it been adopted. If 
the minority had gone home and refused 
their support to the convention candi- 
date, the only thing that could have been 
done is the rather indefinite one of ‘‘ read- 
ing them out of the party.” As by their 
own act they would already have been out 
of the party, and as they could at any 
moment have got in again by giving their 
support to the candidate, this penalty 
would have been in the last degree ridicu- 
lous. 

Mr. Hawktns’s proposition proceeds on 
a theory of party relations which is nar- 
row, and which, though it was once ex- 
tremely strong, has decidedly lost favor in 
the last decade. It may be called the 


 politician’s theory and was, in its simplest 


form, this, that a party was an informal 
corporation for the capture of the spoils, 
and if any one resisted the discipline 
necessary to the work he forfeited 
all share in the booty. Of course, this 
theory was not applied, and could not be 
applied, with entire strictness. There was 
no defined method of appointing the 
leaders, and there was no ascertained rule 
for the distribution of spoils. But there 
was @ general understanding that whoever 
by methods of reasonable apparent regu- 
larity could get a majority at the 
various stages of the work was en- 
titled to complete control until they 
could be overthrown. Under this 
machin- | 
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ery which Mr. ARTHUR most conspicuous- 
ly represents. It requires for its success 
that the principle of the Tennessee dele- 
gate shall be respected. And, granted the 
premises, the principle is not an imprac- 
ticable one, because there is always the 
punitive power of the withdrawal of 
spoils. But it will not work in 
any party or in any convention 
where there is a considerable num- 
ber of men who are not in pur- 
suit of spoils, who do not need or wish 
them, who do not want them to enter into 
a canvass at all, and who, moreover, have 
well-defined public ends in view to which 
everything else is subordinated. This is 
the case at Chicago, as the mover of the 
resolution found as soon as it was pre- 
sented for discussion. A very large pro- 
portion of the delegates to the Republican 
Convention are there simply as represent- 
atives of the Republicans of their 
several districts to consult with 
their fellow-delegates as to how the Re- 
publican Party can be made most useful 
for sound and pure government, for the 
separation of patronage from politics, and 
for the maintenance and extension of a 
sound financial policy. They will unite 
heartily in anything that will secure these 
ends, but if these ends are not secured, or 
are directly endangered by the character 
of the candidate, or by the policy to 
which he is committed, the Republican 
Party becomes of no value to them. 
They have no interest in it, nor has 
any honest man, except as an instru- 
ment. If it is wrenched or weakened so 
that 1t cannot do the work they want to 
do, it is not only of no value but it is dis- 
tinctly an obstacle to good government. 
Mr. HawKIns, of Tennessee, and all those 
who think with him, might ‘ resolve” till 
July that what the convention does must 
be supported by every delegate, but they 
cannot control the conscience or conduct 
of upright men who value the party solely 
for its utility in accomplishing the ends it 
professes to seek. 


THE YOUNG MEN AT CHICAGO. 


The credit for organizing and leading 
the effort which resulted in defeating the 
selection of POWELL CLAYTON as Tempo- 
rary Chairman of the Republican National 
Convention is mainly due to a small body 
of young delegates from the East. 
THEODORE ROOSEVELT, of this State, and 
HENRY CasoTtT Lopae, of Massachusetts, 
were the leading spirits in rallying the 
opposition to the discreditable choice of 
the National Committee. Men older in 
politics who shared in their feelings of 
repugnance for the shameful effort to 
win adhesion to a particular candidate 
by placing in charge of the opening 
proceedings a man who represented all 
that was bad in political methods were 
disposed to hesitate in deference to tradi- 
tion and precedent. But the young men 
had the courage of their convictions. 
They had no respect for tradition as a 
cover for a proceeding which would at the 
very outset discredit the moral character 
and purposes of the party. They not only 
displayed conscience in their political 
work, but they set about accomplishing 
a definite and practical purpose with 
the energy and skill which old cam- 
paigners seem to have lost. They were 
not only active and skillful, but they were 
persuasive and untiring. By dint of zeal 
and courage they succeeded in combining 
the opposition and inspiring it with their 
own energy of purpose. The result gave 
the convention a hopeful start and raised 
high the confidence of those who look for 
an outcome of its proceedings which 
shall unite the Republican Party and 
rouse once more the moral sentiment that 
is its strongest support. 


This first success is an earnest of what 
may yet be accomplished. The zeal of 
the young men in the convention is not 
hkely to flag until the work is done. They 
represent, as the old political workers do 
not, the feeling which pervades the mass 
of voters. We are apt to forget how large 
a proportion of the voting strength of the 
country lies with those who have come 
upon the stage of active life since the old 
issues from which the Republican Party 
derived its first vitality began to lose 
their hold upon the people. More than 
half the voters of the country have 
come into their birthright as citizens since 
the close of the war. Their thoughts are 
occupied with the needs of the present 
time, and their eyes are turned toward the 
future of the Republic. They are in sym- 
pathy with the progressive tendencies of 
the Republican Party. Reforms of every 
kind find in them their most ardent and 
earnest advocates, and they are imbued 
with the courage that comes of inexperi- 
ence and high hopes. The growing tend- 
ency to independence in voting is due 
largely to the increase of young voters, up- 
on whom the allegiance of party rests 
lightly. 

The delegates at Chicago who represent 
this young element understand fully the 
course of action which is necessary to 
give to the party the hearty support of 
those who are accustomed to speak and 
act with independence. It devolves upon 
them to make this understood amid the 
excitement which is worked up by the 
noisy adherents of the old-time leaders. 
It is largely to the young men that we 
must look for cool heads and convincing 
arguments. They have already displayed 
the qualities of leadership in a high degree, 
and if they are quick to discern their op- 
portunities and skillful in making use 
of them, they may at the critical mo- 
ment so .direct the current of - action 
as to bring the party into full accord with 
the sentiment which is waiting with so- 
licitude the results of this great council. 
A nomination may be made which will 
cause disappointment, disaffection, and 
apathy. On the other hand, a nomination 
may be made which will satisfy convic- 
tions, excite party loyalty, and renew the 
confidence of those who believe that the 
party can win in the election and ought to 
win, only if it deserves success by justi- 
fying every promise and every reasonable 
hope.. The young delegates are not wedded 
to asingle candidate, but they must ap- 
preciate the value of a definite object and 
of firmness in insisting upon a distinct 
purpose in making nominations, and there 
is hope that their clearness of vision, read-_ 
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iness of resource, and - in concen- 
trating effort will be instrumental in bring- 
ing wisdom out of the fierce contentions 
which are so apt to blind the eager parti- 
san. 


MOUNTED SALVATIONISTS. 


The General commanding the Salvation 
Army is about to organize a mounted 
corps. Like the infantry corps, the new 
corps will consist of both men and women 
—the former mounted on bicycles and the 
latter on tricycles. What is to be the 
total strength of the mounted Salvationists 
we are not told, butit is said that if the 
experiment proves successful the entire 
army will be mounted, except when sta- 
tioned in localities where the roads are im- 
practicable. 

There are several reasons any one of 
which may have led to the formation of a 
mounted Salvation corps. It may be that 
sinners are becoming shy and cannot 
readily be caught by infantry alone. 
When a detachment of Salvationists makes 
its first appearance in any town it invari- 
ably attracts the attention of sinners, un- 
less, indeed, it meets with the rivalry of a 
circus. The marching, the singing, the 
drums, the accordions, and the uniform of 
the Salvation soldiers create immense en- 
thusiasm among the small-boys and 
awaken the curiosity of older sin- 
ners. Even the first sermon is heard 
with attention, and it is rare that it leads 
to any violent protest on the part of the 
listeners. When, however, the public 
has become familiar with the appearance 
and tactics of the Salvationists it ceases to 
take interest in them, and evén a Halle- 
lujah lass can preach from a horse-block 
without securing the attention of half a 
dozen full-grown sinners. 

Now, it is evident that mounted Salva- 
tionists will be able to pursue and attack 
the enemy with great success. A Captain 
on a bicycle or a Hallelujah lass on a 
tricycle could chase a flying sinner, and the 
latter would have no chance of escape ex- 
cept by darting into a house, in which 
case siege would doubtless be laid to the 
house until the sinner should be forced to 
surrender. A squadron of mounted Sal- 
vationists dashing through the street 
in pursuit of terror-stricken sinners 
and firing. volleys of song and ser- 
mon without ever slackening their pace 
would prove irresistible. Several such 
squadrons could co-operate in driving 
sinners into some public place — like 
Union-square, for example—and then by 
placing guards at all the exits, the Salva- 
tionist commander could prevent a single 
sinner from escaping without first under- 
going asermon. Thereis no doubt that 
the mounted Salvationists would strike 
terror to their adversaries, who would 
look upon them much as the Mexicans 
looked upon the invincible cavalry of Cor- 
TEZ. 

It may be, however, that sinners are not 
becoming shy, and that there is no neces- 
sity of pursuing them with bicycles. Gen. 
BooTH may intend that bicycles shall be 
used. merely as means of transportation. 
There is no doubt that a long march fa- 
tigues a Salvationist quite as much as it 
doesagrenadier. The officer who marches, 
say, twenty-five miles under a hot sun, 
and then attacks the enemy in the even- 
ing is too tired tocommand success. It 
is true that detachments of the army 
when ordered from place to place can 
travel by rail or stage-coach, but in that 
case the cost of transportation is a heavy 
draft upon the army chest. With, the aid 
of bicycles marches would become easy 
and inexpensive, and military operations 
which are now difficult would become 
simple. For example, a mounted column 
could march from Brooklyn to attack 
Hunter’s Point and could return the same 
day; whereas an infantry detachment 
sent upon such duty would be compelled 
to pass the night at Hunter’s Point, with 
the certainty of losing 50 per cent. of its 
strength by typhoid and other local fevers. 

There is another reason which, after all, 
is probably the one which induced Gen. 
Boots to form a mounted corps. Nothing 
could be more certain to attract the at- 
tention of the public than a squadron of 
Hallelujah lasses with scarlet stockings 
parading on their tricycles. Hitherto the 
sombre and severely ascetic uniform of 
the Hallelujah lass has stood in the way of 
her popularity. An astute General ought 
long ago to have perceived that the effi- 
ciency of his female troops would be vastly 
increased were they to wear uniforms 
appealing to the worldly eye. The ballet 
girl may not be half -so good as the Halle- 
lujah lass, but she will draw a hundred 
admirers where the latter will draw one. 
Gen. BooTtH has been quick to perceive the 
popularity of negro minstrels, and by 
making the religious services of the Sal- 
vationists closely akin to the “ walk- 
arounds” of minstrelsy he has done 
much to make them attractive. It is 
therefore not at all improbable that he 
has now taken a few hints from the circus 
and the ballet. What could be more cer- 
tain to draw a crowd than a corps of 
coquettishly dressed Hallelujah lasses, 
trained to perform difficult feats of tri- 
cycle and bicycle riding? A hymn sung 
by thirty lasses, each posed on her right 
toe in the saddle of her tricycle, would be 
received with enthusiasm; and could Gen. 
Boots add a portable trapeze to his army 
train, and engage the services of the Only 
TALMAGE, the Salvation Army would en- 
ter upon a career of victory such as it has 
never yet known. 


It was in hunting rabbits, not rebels, that 
POWELL CLAYTON, of Arkansas, lost his arm. 
Yetin defending the Blaine biunder of putting 
forward this unsavory person as Temporary 
Chairman of the Chicago Convention Gen. BEN 
M. PRENTISS, of Missouri, and Gen. CLARK EF. 
CARR, of TlJinois, roared and ranted and pawed 
the air and bellowed and grew red in the face in 
threatening the convention with the wrath of 
the soldiers if they dared to close their ears to the 
eloquent appeal of “ that empty slceve.” We 
fancy that the brave and honcst Union soldiers 
are getting tired of hearing their name and their 
deeds invoked by rhodomontade roarers in aid of 
disreputable hack politicians.

In some quarters uneasiness is expressed 
at the long life of the Clearing-house loan certifi- 
cates, which are spoken of as an uncertain cle- 
ment in the financial situation.

Itis finally settled that annual contribu- 
tions out of the City Treasury to the support of 
Private institutions in which the poor and 
friendless are maintained are not made in viola- 
tion of the Constitution of the State, and that 
the city is not bound to support the dependent 
within institutions carried on by itself alone. 
A million and a half doliars a year will therefore 
continue to be appropriated for the benefit of 
the private charitable corporations that, by in- 
tervening in the case of the Shepherd’s Fold 
against the city, procured from the Court of 
Appeals the decision they needed for their pro- 
tection. It isthat, although thecity is prohibited 
by the State Constitution from giving money or 
loaning its credit to private corporations, it can, 
under its duty to provide for the poor, compen- 
sate any institution for supporting orphans or 
friendless children committed to its care by local 
magistrates or Charity Commissioners. The 
Court of Appeals says, in effect, that if such an 
institution have a special purpose beyond that 
of caring for the poor, it may not be deprived of 
public aid for that reason, as it is the fault of the 
city’s officers if the money paid to it is morethan 
sufficient to maintain the children committed to 
it, and the surplus is used for its pet educational 
—or other—project. The long litigation in the 
Shepherd’s Fold case, while it results in certain- 
ly saving the city $20,000 of the $25,000 claimed 
trom it, has also been effective ir fixing a princi- 
ple over which the courts of first instance have 
long been pottering.

Lord CLraupE HAmriton, whose death 
was announced yesterday, had for some years 
played a respectable, though never a really dis- 
tinguished, part on the Conservative side of 
British politics. As the second son of the Duke 
of ABERCORN he had political opportunities, 
which he seems to haveimproved with much dil- 
igence and some capacity. In the present Par- 
liament he has sat for Liverpool, and he 
took the lead in expressing the indignation 
of the real Tories at the ** Democratic Tory- 
ism” of Lord RANDOLPH CHURCHILL when 
that audacious demagogue, in imitation of 
“* Dizzy,” presented that catchword to his party 
as an efficacious political prescription.

Of ‘these 120 candidates 21 are alternates, who 
are willing to come here for examination with 
the understanding that if the regular appointees 
from the district fail and they pass they shall 
take the course. It very freauently happens 
that a Congressman’s favorite is “found,” as 
they express it here, meaning found deficient. 
- Then if. the alternate is smart he steps in and 
waves the other fellows a smiling adieu from the 
steam-boat wharf. A colored cadet who is here 
now was an alternate. But no matter how good 
an examination an alternate may pass it is use- 
less to him if his principal manages to pull 
through, even by the skin of histeeth. The fail- 
ure of some other fellow who has no substitute 
avails him nothing. 

Why are so many alternates appointed? Be- 
cause it increases the chances of filling the va- 
cancies. If it were not for this some districts 
would go unrepresented year in and year out. 
As it.is both principal and alternate arg quite 
frequently found. Then the Congressman for 
the district from whence they came may appoint 
new men who come here for examination in Sep- 
tember. If they pass the cxamination they may 
begin the regular academic course with the ca- 
dets who came in June, but they miss all the fun 
and military experience in two months of camp 
life on one of the fairest bits of mountain land- 
scape in these great United States. Singu- 
larly enough these late-comers are known 
throughout the entire course as ‘“ Seps.” 
and the name sticks to them years after- 
ward in army life. Pile.of Kentucky, and Mc- 
Kinstry, of Colorado, in the list of names given, 
are authorized to delay reporting until August. 
The others must show themselves to Adjt. 
Hoyle before a week from next Saturday. It 
should be mentioned that when the young men 
come. up for examination the Board of Exam- 
iners do not know the regular candidates from 
the alternates. The Adjutant, who has no vote 
in the matter, keeps this information exclusively 
to himself. He gives each mana number, and 
the examiners know him only by that number. 
They report to the Adjutant that Nv. 21 is 
“found,” or that No. 22 is admitted, but they 
have no more knowledge of whet particular 
Congressman’s pet they are sending home than 
they have of the personne! of the score of writers 
who keep them informed on current news and 
opinions in their TIMES every morning. Each 
man’s paper is judged solely on its merits. 

The standard for admission is so low that it 
seemsas though any bright youth between 17 
and 22 vears of age with the advantages of a fair 
common schoo] education ought to pass the ex- 
amination easily. Yet, taking previous years as 
a criterion, cniy about 8 of the young men com- 
ing next week will earn the right to remain, and 
only 40 cf the whole number will graduate. A 
practical knowledge of the three Rs is about all 
that is required. Let me quote from the law: 

“Candidates * * * must be well versed in reading, 
in writing, including orthography: in arithmetic, and 
havea knowledge of the elements of English graw- 
mar, of descriptive geography, (particularly of our 
own country,) and of the history of the United States.” 

That's all, Of course, there are physical re- 
quirements, but the number rejected for phys- 
ical unsoundness is very small. If a young man 
is in unsound health, is deaf or near-sizhted, has 
fits, uses false teeth ar no teeth atall, or is crip- 
pled, he is of no use here. It is folly for him to ap- 
—— the hope of passing in with the crowd, for 
a rdof Surgeons carefuliv feel a man all 
over before he is admitted. From the rules I 
clip the following: 

“Asound body and constitution, suitable prepara- 
tion, Patural capacity, an aptitude for study, in- 
dustrious habits. perseverunce, an obedient and or- 
derly disposition, and a correct moral deportment are 
such essentia! qualifications that candidates knowingly 
deficient in any of these respects should not. as many 
do, subject themselves and their friends to the chances 
of future mortification and disappointment by accept- 
ing appointments at the Academy and entering upon a 
esreer which they cannot successfully pursue,” 

But if a young man possesses al! these virtues 
and will swear to be true to his country and 
obedient to his superiors, this ts a first-class 
place for him to learn to be a soldier.

BURNING OF A SUMMER HOTEL. 


THE PALISADE MOUNTAIN HOUSE LEFT A 


MASS OF RUINS. 

Nothing remains tq mark the spot where 
the Palisade Mountain Mouse looked down upon 
the Hudson River but. a tall chimney, towering 
above a heap of blackened, smoking ruins.. 
The hotel was destroyed by fire yesterday morn- 
ing, and scarcely an article of furniture was res- 
cued from the flames. Sleeping in the house at 
the time the fire was discovered were William O. 
Allison, the principal owner; Mr. William Perry, 
the manager, and Miss Perry, his daughter; D. 
5. Hammond, the lessee, and C. Hammond, his 


father; Miss Enwright, the housekeeper, and 35 
—_ and female servants, who occupied the top 
oor. 

Shortly after 1 o'clock yesterday morning Miss 
Perry, who slept on the first floor, and Mr. Ham- 
mond, who was on the second, were both 
awakened by the crackling of fiames and 
the dropping of cinders, and jumping 
from their beds, they found the dining- 
room on fireand the passageways in the house 
half-filled with smoke. They hastily awoke the 
other inmates of the burning building, and these 
managed to escape in their night-clothes without 
suffering serious injury. Mr. Allison was one of 
the last to awake, and he found his escape by the 
stairways cut off by the dense smoke. He climbed 
down the fire-escape, however. and reached the 

rround without a bruise. The bar-keeper, Mr. 

odfrey, was obliged to rush through the fiames 
gna smoke to reach the fire-escape, and he was 

urned about the face and hands, but not seri- 
ously.. A colored waiter named Robert _esca 
unhurt, but returned to the house with Mr. Vail, 
the clerk, to save the lJatter’s trunk. The fire 
drove them back, and Vail reached the ground 
by means of the fire-escape uninjured but the 
waiter plunged down the burning stairs, and his 
hands were ery 4 burned. 

There was no hose available, and all that could 
be done was to orgunize a bucket brigade with 
the seryants and throw water on the burning 
buildin®. This had no effect, however, andin a 
very short time the wooden structure had 
tumbled to the ground, a mass of flaming em- 
bers. With the exception of the chairs and 
sofas of the grand parlor and a few trunks not 
an article was saved from the building, and the 
servants lost nearly all their clothes except those 
in which they escaped. Miss Enwright, the 
housekeeper, lost everything she ssessed, 
including her watch and money. Mr. Perry, the 
manager, showed great coolness and presence of 
mind, and it was due to his good management 
that everybody escaped from the house alive. 
The women servants, of whom there were 17, 
cried and moaned piteously as they stood gaz- 
ing at the fire, but beyond this there was noth- 
ing in the shape of a panic. 

The origin of the fire isa complete mystery. It 
started in the dining-room, in the centre of the 
oduilding, ina spot at ieast 50 feet from any fire 
or light known to be burning in the house, and 
there was nothing of an inflammable nature in 
the room. The hotel was to open for the season 
next Saturday, and over 100 rooms had been en- 
gaged torthe Summer. Had the fre occurred 
after the opening a terrible catastrophe might 
have been recorded. 

The Palisade Mountain House was a wooden 
structure, five stories high, with acupoia, situat- 
ed on the Englewood Cliffs, about 370 feet above 
the Hudson. It was about nine miles from this 
olty. and two miles from the Englewood (N, J.) 
railroad station. The building was erected in 
1871 by astock company at a cost of $190,000, and 
since that time several improvements and addi- 
tions had been made toit. It was more than 600 
feet Jong, and had accommodations for between 
400and 500 guests. The largest stockholder in 
the gompany is William O. Allison, President of 
the Oil, Paint, and _— Publishing Company of 
this city. Thelossonthe building us estimated 
at abo: t $200.000, on which there isan insurance 
of about $75,000 in some 30 different companies 
of this city; and on the furniture at $90,000, on 
which there is a very smal! insurance.

You have not been a good husband to me, and I 
never want to see your face again. Do not come 
to me, for I will not see you.”

LAND GRANT FORFEITURES | 


— -—— 


A SPIRITED DISCUSSION IN THE 
HOUSE. 

MR. COBB’S SPEECH FOR HOME USE ON THE 
CALIFORNIA CENTRAL BILL,WHICH WAS 
NOT PASSED FOR WANT OF A QUORUM. 

WASHINGTON, June 4.—A spirited discus- 
sion took place in the House this afternoon in 
relation to the forfeiture of railroad land grants. 
The pending bill provided for the forfeiture of 
the grant to the California Central Road. It was 
not disputed that the grant in this case was le- 
gally subject to forfeiture, but the opposition 
claimed that the interest of the Government re- 
quired that further time should be allowed the 
railroad company to complete the road, so that 
a provisionin the granting act, requiring the 
company to transport troops and supplies free of 
cost, might be operative. 

Among the zealous advocates of this and every 
other forfeiture bill, covering in all about 90,- 
000,000 acres, is Mr. Cobb, the puffy and ungram- 
matical Chairman of the Committee on Public 
Lands. Upon this hobby he expects to ride into 
sufficient prominence to become the Democratic 


nominee for Governor of Indiana. His head- 
long zeal got him into hot water to-day. Fret- 
ted by the opposition, he ridicu'ed their plea of 
equity, spoke of them as friends of railroad cor- 
porations, and said it was very easy to make 
speeches and write reports in tne interests of 
railroad companies. Turning and pointing to- 
ward the gallery, he exclaimed, “There's the 
very king of the lobby. I seen him a settin’in 
the gallery a while ago.” Then he stormed and 
shouted denunciations of the railroad lobbyi:ts 
until his face was blood red. 

There were four railroad attorneys in the gal- 
lery who listened to Mr. Cobb’s description of 
how they dogged members on the street, fol- 
lowed them at the Capitol, and offered to furnish 
them ready-written arguments and reports in 
behalf of the railroads. His insinuations brought 
Mr. Buckner and Mr. Oates to their feet.- Mr. 
Buckner denounced as absolutely false any in- 
sinuations that he had been influenced by lobby- 
ists, and Mr. Oates made Mr. Cobb squirm out of 
what had seemed to reflect upon bimself. Mr. 
Cobb, in the heat of debate, said what was 
understood to mean that he had been ap- 
lp pra mnen and might have gotten $1,000,000 if he 

ad consente to use his committee in the inter- 
est of the railroad companies. Mr. Eaton pinned 
him down by suggesting that he ought to de- 
mand an investigation. Mr. Cobb again played 
the crab act by modifying his remarks and ex- 
laining that he was merely putting a hypothet- 
cal case. He thought he could have gotten that 
much for his influence. He had made the speech 
for home use, for not 15 men of either party 
were opposed to the bill, which was not passed 
because there was not a quorum of members 
present.

DUTIES IN CERTAIN CASES. 

By advice of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, the Ways and Means Committee of the 
House has recommended the enactment of 
a law providing that all goods which were 
on shipboard within the limits of any port 
of entry, or which remained in the customs 
offices on the day when the tariffact of March 


8, 1883, went into effect, shall be subject to 
the reduction of duty accorded by that act, and 
that the Secretary of the Treasury shal! refund 
any duties that have been exacted contrary to 
this proposed law. 

Most of the duties changed by the tariff re- 
vision of 1883 went into effect on the Ist of last 
July. The duties were increased in some in- 
stances and reduced in others by the terms of 
the act. The Secretary says a number of vessels 
arrived at New-York and partiy discharged 
their cargoes on Saturday, June 29. Some of 
these goods remained on the dock and some 
were still on shipboard, so that they were unable 
to reach the public store or bonded warehouse 
in time to be comprised within the terms of the 
act, and were therctore subjected to the old rates 
of duty. Numerous appeals have been taken to 
the Treasury Sey sete pe asking that such goods 
should have the benefit of the reduction of duty, 
but these appeals have been rejected. The bill 
reported by the committee does not apply to 
cases wherein the new duty is higher than the 


old rate.

SMALL SILVER CERTIFICATES. 
The Committee ou Coinage of the House 
of Representatives has indorsed a bill to prohibit 
the issue of Treasury notes of less denomination 


than $5, and providing that, in lieu of them, the 
Government shali issue silver certificates in de- 
nominations of $1, $2, and $5. The committee 
claims that this would greatly reduce the 
amount of silver certificates received in payment 
of customs duties and that it would ewploy sil- 
ver within its proper sphere and benefit the peo- 
ple by supplying them with convenient small 
notes, while it would not be harmful to the in- 
terests of anybody. 


SUICIDE THROUGH DESPONDENCY. 


A GENTLEMAN SHOOTS HIMSELF ON HGHIS 
DAUGHTER'S GRAVE. 

New-HAven, Conn., June 4.—A suicide 
took place in Seymour, this county, last night. 
The Tomlinson family there owna large steam 
saw-mill,and do a large lumber business. The 
family consists of Edwin and Peter, twin broth- 
ers, the latter’s wife, a housekeeper, and one 
daughter of each brother. Abouts:30 o'clock 
the daughter of Edwin Tomlinson went up stairs 
to go to bed, and in so doing glanced at ber 


father’s room and found it empty. The 
front door was noticed to be unlocked, 
no unusual occurrence as very frequently 
in the evenings Mr. Tomlinson visited a 
small cemetery about a quarter of a_ mile 
distant to mourn at the grave of a beloved 
daughter. Thinking he might have gone there 
in this instance, Peter Tomlinson started out in 
that direction. Arriving there, he was horrified 
at beholding the body of his brother lying across 
the grave to which he was so frequent a visitor. 
Beside the prostrate figure was a double-bar- 
reled gun. A moment’s examination showed 
that the dead man’s head was half blown off, the 
gun having plainly been the instrument by 
which the dead man committed suicide. Judg- 
ing from his condition, Tomlinson discharged 
the contents of one barrel into his head above 
the right ear while lying across the grave, 
the discharge being effected by means of a 
forked stick. The hammer of the second barrel 
was at iull cock. The gun was loaded with 
heavy shot. Forsome time Mr. Tomlinson had 
been in a state of great dejection over the loss of 
his wife and daughter, the latter having died in 
April, 1882, and the former in the November fol- 
lowing. It was his custom to make numerous 
visits to the graves and there brood over his 

rief. Mr. Tomlinson was a man of fine -sensi- 

ilities and considerable literary tastes. He was 
well to-do, and leaves a daughter. His tragic 
end has created a profound sensation, as he was 
widely known.

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ANOTHER WEST SHORE SUIT. 
THE NORTH RIVER CONSTRUCTION COMPANY 
BEFORE THE SUPREME COURT. 

Walter C. Stokes, through his attorneys, 
Holmes and Adams, has beguna suit in the Su- 
preme Court asking for the removal of ex-Judge 
Ashbel Green as Receiver of the North River 
Construction Company, and to prevent the con- 
summation of agreements between the West 
Shore Railway Company and Winslow, Lanier & 
Co., its fiscal agents, ana between Receiver Green 
and Winslow, Lanier & Co. Ex-Judge Green is 
stated in the complaint to have been the legal 
adviser of the construction company before its 


insolvency, and is alleged to be an — 
person to hold the position of Receiver. The 
construction company is declared to have been 
controlled by a few — to its impairment, 
and the agreements, if carried out, would waste 
its assets. The first agreement is between the 
railway company and Winslow, Lanier & Co., 
and is dated April 30 last. In it it is stated that 
the company is to issue $25,(00,0C0 of new bonds, 
to be secured by a second mortgage. Ten mill- 
ions are to be 5 per cent. bonds and the remain- 
ing $15,000,000 are to be income bonds until April 
1, 1889, after which they are to be 5 per cent. 
bonds. The company, it is charged, is 
unable to pay its interest on. the $50,- 
000,000 first mortgage bonds maturing July 
1. It needs money to pay .its floating 
debt, buy new equipment and make im- 
provements, by which it will beable to induce 
the funding of the interest for three years on 
the first morteane. Winslow, Lanier & Co. are to 
negosiate for $2,000,000 on the company’s notes for 
one year, of a face value of $2,200,000. The notes 
are to besecured by $7,000,000 of the d per cent. 
bonds, and Winslow, Lanier & Co. are to deduct 
sro poe $2,000,000 their charges, not exceeding 
The second agreement is between Receiver 
Green and Winslow, Lanier & Co. It is said 
in it that a proposition for the settlement 
of ali the questions in difference between 
the railway and construction company has been 
made by the railway company to the Receiver 
by which the $15,000,000 of income bonds would 
ut inthe hands of the Receiver. ‘The pro- 
osition is before the Chancellor of New-Jersey 
or approval. The Keceiver holds as assets of 
the construction company more than 200,000 
shares of the railway company’s stock, The 
value of the sto-K bonds depenus on the success 
of the railway company in operating its 
road. If the interest on the first mort- 
gaze bonds cannot be _ funded foreclosure 
will follow. Winslow. Lanier & Co. are 
engaged to sell $10,000,000 of the bonds and 
100.000 shares of the stock for $4,000,000. The 
commission to be paid Winsiow, Lanier & Co. is 
2% percent. There isan option to purchase the 
rémainder of the bonds at 75 and the stock at 
50. The time set down for hearing the motion 
to show cause why the relief prayed tor should 
not be granted is to-day.

SHOT DOWN IN A BANK. 


PROBABLY FATAL RESULT OF A QUARREL IN 
THE MECHANICS’ NATIONAL. 

After the close of business yesterday 
Check Clerk Mr. Henry Egbert, Jr., of the Me- 
chanics’ National Bank, at Nos. 31 and 33 Wall- 
street, remained working at his desk after the 
other clerks and officers had gone home. He was 
occupied until 6 o’clock, and was about making 
preparations to go home when he heard an angry 
altercation in the hall leading from the street to 
thedoorsof the bank. Stepping arouna from be- 


hind the railing he noticed Francis J. Contant, the 
janitor and porter of the bank, engaged in a dis- 
pute with Edward Brinckerhoff, the night watch- 
man, who had just comeon duty, Contant’s work 
being over forthe day. The men were disputing 
about the opening of the front door, Contant 
wishing to depart for his home, and Brinckerhoff, 
whose drty alone it was, refusing to drew the 
bolt and allow him to go out. 

“The door 1s not locked, and if it is the key is 
in the door. Unlock it yourself!” shouted 
Brinckerhoff. 

Contant rushed by the watchman and, shaking 
the door, found himself jtocked in, and again 
asked Brinckernoff to allow him to go out. The 
latter refusing a second time. Contant turned 
and made an effort to grapple with the watch- 
man. Brinckerhoff, white with rage, broke away 
and eluded his grasp. A second attempt was 
more successful, and the two men engugedin a 
desperate struggle on the floor of the hall, dur- 
ing which each dealt savage blows upon the 
other. Tiring after a few minutes, they arose 
and separated, when Brinckerhoff drew from his 
pocket the Colt’s navy six-shooter provided by 
the bank, and which he carried during his hours 
of duty, and fired it directly at Contant, the ball 
taking effect in the right breast. Brinckerhoff 
then endeavored to escape, but was arrested by 
Detectives Off, Hogan, and Oates, who were on 
duty in the street,a d whose attention had been 
drawn by hearing the discharge of the revolver. 

Contant, though suffering great pain, walked 
from the bank to the First Precinct Station- 
house in Old-slip, where an ambulance was sum- 
moned, and he was removed to the Chambers- 
street Hospital. The surgeons thero pronounced 
the wounda mortal one. Brinckerhoff was locked 
up in the station to await the result of the 
wound inflicted. He hasasevere cut and abra- 
sion on his Jeft eyebrow. Both parties have 
been in the employ of the bank for a long time, 
and their relations have been friendly until re- 
cently. Mr. Horace E. Garth, the Vice-President 
of the bank, said last night that he had observed 
a feeling of hostility crowing between the men 
for the past few months, but thought it was 
nothing more than a little friction growing out 
of a clashing of their duties. Contant, who is 
married, is 54 years old, and resides at Nu. 339 
Court-street, Brooklyn. Brinckerhoff, who is also 
married, and resides at No. 218 Sanford-strest, 
Brooklyn, is in his fifty-seventh year.

DUCKING HER PUPILS WHEN THEY SPELLED 
BADLY. 


The Rev. James F. Irvine and his wife, 
Mary C. Irvine, of the Faith Orphanage, at 
Woodside, were arraigned in Judge McCarter’s 
Court, in Newark, yesterday, for cruelty to 
children. Mr. Irvine used to be a Methodist 
minister connected with the Halsey-Street 
church at Newark, but lately he has teen associ- 
ated with his wife in the conduct of the orphan- 
age. The Society forthe Prevention of Cruelty 


to Children frequently sent little ones there and 
paid the dominie for their care. The complaint 
on which they were called to trial was lodged by 
the two boys of James Redding, of Camden. As 
soon as the case was called yesterday, Prosecutor 
Keen said thatthe husband could not be con- 
victed of cruelty, and he entered a nolle prosequi 
as to him, but left Mrs. Irvine at the bar to stand 
trial. 

Harry Redding, the younger of the two boys, 
testified that he had to wash dishes, and that 
when he washed the plates before he washed the 
silver Mra. Irvine would strike him on the head 
with astick. On one occasion, when he was un- 
able to epee * boot.” she threw him in the bath- 
tub and held his head under water. When she 
Jet him up she bade him spell the wor’ again, but 
before he could catch his breath ducked his head 
a second time. Once he was obliged to eat 
scorched mush after the girl had thrown it into 
thesink. She put pepper in his mouth,when he 
used naughty words, and once compelled him to 
drink ginger and cayenne pepper for a cold. 

Frederick Reddiug, a 10-year-old brother of the 
preceding witness, testified that Mrs. Irvine took 

im by the ears once and butted his head against 
the wal]l,and then threw him to the floor, for 
vecling potatoes in the sink after she had told 
him not todoso. Another time, when he failed 
to spell a word right, she thrust his head into a 
pail of dirty water. He was stirring porridge 
and some of it spilled on the cat. ‘* Put some on 
him,” Mrs. Irvine said to the servant, and ’the 
girl obediently did as she was directed. On cross- 
examination the boys admitted that Mrs. Irvine 
frequently took them on her lap and bade 
them be good boys. Mrs. Irvine denied on the 
witness stand that she had ill-treated the boys, 
and witnesses were called to prove that she had 
taken good care of them.

CARPENTER’S BRUTAL CRIME. 

HELD BY THE CORONER FOR MURDERING 
HIS WIFE. 

Coroner Martin held an inquest yester- 
day in the case of Mrs. Mary E. Carpenter, who 
was stabbed to death by her husband, John Car- 
penter, in Michael Sweeney’s saloon, at Third-av- 
enue and Twenty-sixth-street, on Monday, May 
26. Carpenter was present, in the custody of 
two policemen. He listened attentively to the 
testimony of the witnesses, which was not ma- 
terially different from the statements published 
at the time of the murder. Miss Delia Ambrose, 
the sister of the murdered woman, testified that 


as she and ber sister were walking through East 
Twenty-sixth-street she saw Carpenter standin 
on the corner of Third-avenue. * He stood wit 
bis hands clinched,” she continued, “and my 
sister did not recognize him, but I did, and ex- 
tlaimed: *Oh, Mary, here heis!’ He then ran 
up to me and stabbed me in the neck. head, and 
rightarm. I fell to the pavement, and while in 
the act of getting up I saw Carpenter with his 
leftarm around Mary’s neck. She broke away 
from him and ran into the liquor store. I foi- 
lowed her, but betore f could prevent her from 
falling she dropped dead at my feet.” 

John Mcintosh, an uphoisterer, of No. 417 East 
Thirty-fourth-street. ran into the store as Car- 

nter was breaking in the side door. He 
ound Carpenter lying on his wife’s body and 
apparently stabbing the woman. McIntosh did 
not know that the man and woman were re- 
lated. Supposing that Carpenter was an escaped 
lunatic, he asked Sweeney, the saloon-keeper, 
fora revolver, with the intention of shooting 
bim, and thus saving the woman’s life. After 
Sweeney had given his testimony, Assistant 
District Attorney Gove asked him if be did 
not suppose that it wns his duty to take 
some action when a ‘woman ran, into his 
saloon pursued by an _ infuriated man. 
Sweeney replied that “the whole thing 
was overso guickly, and the crowd came in at 
both doors” of his place so fast that he could do 
nothing. The verdict of the jury was that 
“Mary E. Carpenter canse to her death by stab- 
wounds at the hands of John Carpenter.” In re- 
sponse to the customary questions, Carpenter 
said he was 48 years old, was born in this city, 
was a laborer, and lived at No. 65 Cannon-street. 
He said he had “ nothing to say’’to the charge, 
and was committed to the Tombs without bail to 
await the action of the Grand Jury.

CASTING OFF LIFE’S BURDEN. 
NATHALIE VEREA DRIVEN TO SUICIDE BY 
DESPONDENCY. 

Mrs. Nathalie Verea,¥wife of Ramon 
Verea, publisher of Il Progresso and a polyglot 
printer at No. 27 Ann-street, committed suicide 
by taking morphine, at her boarding-house, No. 
50 West Fifteenth-street, early yesterday morn- 
ing. Several years ago Mrs, Verea’s son by her 
first husband was killed in an accident in Indiana. 
A lady friend of Mrs. Verea lost a son about the 
same age, at the same time, and the bodies of the 
two young men were buried side by side in 
Greenwood Cemetery. The two ladies frequentiy 
visited the graves in company, and Mrs. Verea 
developed a morbid feeling, which mani- 


fested itself in frequent fits of despondency. 
During the past few years Mr. Verea 
has lost much money in_ his _ business, 
and Mrs. Verea conceived the idea that in some 
way she was responsible for his losses, On Tues- 
day evening Mr. and Mrs. Verea retired at_their 
customary hour. About midnight Mr. Verea, 
who is in ill-health, was seized with a fit of 
coughing, and Mrs. Verea arose and administered 
his medicine. He fell asleep again, and at about 
2 o'clock yesterday morning be was awakened, 
“as though in «a nightmare,” as he ex pressed it. 
His wife was breathing heavily. Mr. Verea was 
unable to arouse her,and sent for Dr. J. J. 
Henna, who found that she was suffering from 
the effects of a narcotic poison, and it was sup- 
posed that she took sufficient morphine to cause 
death, the efforts of the physicians proving un- 
availing. Mrs. Verea left two letters, addressed 
respectively to her husband and a daughter by 
her first husband. The letter to her husband was 
as fo.Jows: . 

DEAR RAMON: When you read this letter I shall 
want nothing more but a coffin and acorner under- 
ground, the last luxuries youshal! have to pay for on 
my account. I am weary of life, broken down in 
health and spirits, overcome with despondent and 
gloomy forebod. ngs. 1 feel unable to bear any longer 
the wretched mockery they cal) existence, snd have re- 
solved to leave a world in which I have suffered so 
much, and would have much more tosufier if] remained 
in it.

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OFFICERS OF THE GRAND LODGE. 
A SESSION FILLED WITH BUSINESS OF IN- 
TEREST TO MASONS. 

Grand Master J. Edward Simmons pre- 
sided at yesterday’s session of the Grand Lodge 
of Freemasons of the State of New-York. The 
opening prayer was made by the Rey. Dr. 
Deems. A resolution offered by John F. Collins, 
providing for the restoration to the Grand 
Lodge of valuable records intrusted in 1856 to a 
committee empowered to prepare a history of 
Freemasonry in this State, was adopted. A reso- 
lution adopted last session making the Masonic 


year end on Dec. 31 instead of on April 30, as now, 
came up for final action, and was aaopted. ‘The 
Committee on Work and Lectures reported that 
George H. Kaymond, Grand Lecturer, had faith- 
tully performed his duties. The compensation 
of this officer was subsequently increased $500 
perannum. An amendment to the constitution, 
changing the time of meeting of the Grand 
Lodge from June, as at present, to April, was 
a last year. When it was called up for 
final action yesterday the delegates from the 
agricultural districts spoke against the pro- 
posed change, and the amendment was lost. 

The reports of Frederick A. Burnham from the 
Committee on Grievances, and Rufus T. Griggs 
from the special Committee on Work and Lec- 
tures were read and the recommendations made 
adopted. The discussion of the recommenda- 
tions contained in the report of Robert Macoy 
from the commitiee having charge of the sub- 
ject of a proposed change in the plan of repre- 
sentation was made a special order of business 
for to-day. Gen. Charles Koome, on behalf of 
the members of the fraternity, presented to the 
Grand Lodge, as a token of esteem tothe retiring 
Grand Master. a magnificient oil-painting of Mr. 
Simmons by Herring. Jn his presentation address 
Gen. Roome paida glowing tribute to the worth of 
Grand Master Simmons, whom he characterized 
as one of the ablest Freemasons New-York had 
ever produced, and kis remariss were warmly ap- 
plauded. Mr. Simmons received the further 
compliment of a nomination for re-election, and, 
although the enthusiastic manner in which the 
mention of his name was received showed that 
he could have been re-elected by acclamation, he 
was firm in his declination, pleading that other 
arduous duties made such a course necessary. 

As stated in THe Times of Monday, there was 
no contest over any of the offices to be filled by 
election, and the following officers were chosen 
by acclamation: 

Grand Master—William A. Brodie, of Geneseo; 
Deputy Grand Master—Frank R. Lawrence, of 
New-York; Senior Grand Warden—John W. 
Vrooman, of Herkimer; Junior Grand Warden— 
James Ten Eyck, of Albany; Grand Secretury— 
Edward M. L. Eblers, and. Grand Treasurer— 
John Boyd, both of New-York. Floyd Clark- 
son, of Kane Lodge, and William D. Nichols, of 
Hope Lodge, both of this city, were elected 
Trustees of the Hall and Asylum Fund. 

The re-election of Col. Ehlers as Grand Secre- 
tary was made the occasion of an ovation tothat 
very popular officer, the delegates indulging in 
unusual demonstrations of appreval. The new- 
ly elected officers will be installed to-day. 

The annual banquet of the Masonic Veteran 
Association took place last evening at Lyric Hall 
aud was largely attended. The long expected 
report of the Committee on Hall and Asylum 
Fund, and that of the committee charged with 
investigating the alleged rebeilious German so- 
ciety known as “ Veritas,” will be presented at 
to-day’s session, and will give rise to »consider- 
able discussion.

INFORMERS’ NAMES HELD SACRED.

We have strictly ad- 
hered to this policy, and we find many citizens, 
and especially ladies, giving us information of 
existing eviis that we would not otherwise re- 
ce.ve. Wesee no reason why in this instance we 
should depart from our established rule. Our 
lady correspondent gave information that 
escaped the notice of your policemen, and by so 
doing has enabled you to bring the violators of 
law to justice. Allow me tou add that our society 
isin no way inimical to your department. We 
have endeavored to grapple with and suppress 
evils that seem to have never been taken hold of 
with heartiness by the police, and if we show 
zeal in the suppression of obscenity, lottery, and

4 LAW INTENDED TO REACH THE ITINER- 
ANT INSURANCE BROKERS, _ 

Goy. Cleveland has signed an act relat- 
ing to service of process upon insurance com- 
panies, which wiil carry consternation to insur- 
ance brokers and all persons efgaged in what is 
known as “underground” insurance. The first 
section of the act provides that no fire, fire- 
marine, life, or casualty insurance company, or 
association organ‘zed or incorporated under the 


laws of any other State of the United States or of 
any foreizn Government shall directly or indi- 
rectly issue policies. take risks, or transact busi- 
ness in this State until it has complied with the 
insurance laws, and having first appointed 
in writing the Superintendent of the In- 
surance Department of this State to be 
its attorney in this State. upon whom_ aii 
lawful process in any action or proceeding 
against the company may be served with the 
same effect as if the — existed in this 
State. A certificate of suc appomement. duly 
certified and authenticated, shail be filed in the 
office of the Superintendent, and copies certified 
by him shall be deemed sufficient evidence in re- 
gard thereto. Service upon the Superintendent 
shall thereafter be deemed a service upon the 
company or association. The second section 
provides for the transmission of the process 
served on him to the company, and the third 
section provides that the act shall take effect 90 
days atter its passage. The fourth section con- 
tains the cat-o’-nine-tails introduced by the 
Superintendent. It reads as follows: 

“ Any agent, broker, or person, acting for himself or 
in behalf of any other person or persons in soliciting or 
procuring policies or risks «n prop>rty located in this 
State. or in any manner aiding the transaction of busi- 
ness by any company or association that has neglected 
or refused to comply with this act, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor.” 

The penalty of a misdemeaner is rerulated by 
the code, but it is not believed that the Superin- 
tendent will enforce the law or prosecute in 
every case. Exercising the discretionary power 
vested in him he may allow large establishments, 
such as H. B. Clatiin & Co., who are unable to 
obtain all the insurance they require from com- 
panies authorized to do business in this State, 
to purchase policies wherever they can get them. 
The law is intended to reach itinerant insurance 
brokers who sell the policies of companies which 
do not comply with the lawe of the State, avoid 
taxation and the regular expenses of legitimate 
business, while reaping the profits of illicit trade. 
The list of insurancesin almost every large loss 
by fire in this city disclores the names of many 
companies which are not authorized to do busi- 
ness here. It frequently happens that claims 
against these companies cannot be collected, 
and the unfortunate victims ay look in vain 
for redress or restitution from the brokers en- 

ged in this business, as they are as _irresponsi- 
le as the * wild cat” companies which they are 
supposed to represent. 


TWO BROOKLYN SUICIDES.

AND AN ATTEMPT AT SELF-MURDER THAT 
MAY PROVE SUCCESSFUL. 

Mrs. W. H. Mills committed suicide at 
No. 150 St. Jumes-place on Tuesday evening. 
Mr. and Mrs. Mills were childless, and lived alone 
in a brown-stone house. When Mr. Mills, whois 
engayed in the white lead business in this city, 
went to his home on Tuesday evening his wife 
was well and apparently in good spirits. After 
supper he went out again, but was absent only a 
short time. On his return he found her dead, 
hanging by a rope to adoor on the third floor. 
Insanity was hereditary in her family, her father 
having been for some time an inmate of a luna- 
tic asylum. 

A tew minutes after 5 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing Charles Berrhoil,a Greenpoint grocer, was 
found dead in his bed, at No. 98 Manhattan-ave- 
nue. A vessel containing the remains of what 
had been evidently a large dose of Paris green 
was found by hisside. ‘I'wo weeks ago his wife 
left him on account of his drinking habits, and 
he wasto have been turned out of his store to- 
day for non-payment of rent. : 

The fact was reported to the Brooklyn police 
yesterday that George Mallison. 25 years old, at- 
tempted to commit suicide on Tuesday evening 
by shooting himself in the right breast with a re- 
volver. The bullet has not yet been extracted, 
and the young man was yesterday in a very crit- 
ical condition. While on a Southern trip about 
a year and a half ago Maillison contracted yellow 
fever, and since tbat time he has exhibited at 
intervals symptoms of mental aberration.
